ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION, MARCH 8, 1927 
WARRANT 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Norfolk, ss. 


To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline 
qualified to vote in elections to meet at the polling places designated for 
the several precincts in the said town on Tuesday, the eighth day of 
March, 1927, at seven o’clock in the forenoon for the following purposes, 
to wit: 

To choose by ballot the following town officers: Moderator for one 
year; Town Clerk for one year; five Selectmen for one year; Collector of 
Taxes, for one year; Treasurer, for one year; one Assessor for three years; 
three members of the School Committee, for three years; one member of 
the School Committee, for one year to fill vacancy; four Trustees of the 
Public Library, for three years; two Trustees of the Public Library, for 
one year to fill vacancies; one Trustee of the Public Library, for one year 
to fill vacancy; two Trustees of the Walnut Hills Cemetery, for three 
years; one Park Commissioner for three years; one member of the Water Board 
for three years; three Auditors, for one year; three members of the Committee 
on Planting Trees, for one year; one member of the Planning Board, for 
three years; five Constables for one year; also nine town-meeting members 
in each precinct, for three years; also the following town-meeting mem- 
bers to fill vacancies: in precinct two, one town-meeting member for one 
year; in precinct four, one town-meeting member for one year and one town- 
meeting member for two years; in precinct five, one town-meeting member 
for one year. 

For these purposes the polls will be open at seven o’clock in the forenoon 
and shall be closed at seven o’clock in the afternoon. 

And in the name of the said Commonwealth, you are further required 
to notify and warn the said inhabitants to meet at the Town Hall, in the 
said town on Tuesday, the twenty-second day of March, 1927, at seven- 
thirty o’clock in the evening, for the following purposes, to wit: 

First, To choose or appoint the usual town officers not heretofore men- 
tioned in such manner as the town may determine. 

Second, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of the 
revenue of the current financial year. 

Third, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed in the 
annual town reports by the Selectmen or by any town officer or committee. 

Fourth, To appropriate the sum of thirty-seven thousand eighty-seven 
dollars ($37,087) to be expended by the School Committee for the con- 
struction of an addition to the Michael Driscoll School, such addition 
increasing the floor space thereof, and for the cost of the original equip- 
ment and furnishings of such addition, and to authorize the Treasurer to 
borrow the same. ' 
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Fifth, To appropriate the sum of three thousand five hundred dollars 
($3,500) to be expended by the School Committee for furniture and fur- 
nishings for the new school at Chestnut Hill. 

Sixth, To appropriate the sum of twelve thousand four hundred dollars 
($12, 400) to be expended by the School Committee for changes, improve- 
ments, and repairs in the Winthrop School Building. 

Seventh, To appropriate the sum of one thousand five hundred dollars 
($1,500) to be expended by the Trustees of the Public Library for furni- 
ture and equipment for the new branch library at Chestnut Hiil. 

Eighth, To appropriate the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) to be 
expended under the direction of the Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery 
for development work and for grading and surfacing driveways in the 
said Cemetery. 

Ninth, To appropriate the sum of six thousand dollars ($6,000) to be 
expended by the Park Commissioners toward the purchase for playground 
purposes of a tract of land containing fifty-three thousand (53,000) square 
feet more or less lying on and in the rear of School Street directly opposite 
the Pierce Grammar School. 

Tenth, To appropriate the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) to be 
expended by the Park Commissioners for furnishing lockers and equip- 
ment at the Grandstand Fieldhouse on Brookline Field. 

Eleventh, To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen to favor legisla- 
tion now before the General Court for the construction of Hammond 
Pond Parkway. 

Twelfth, To see if the town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
make contracts for terms of years not exceeding ten for the installation of 
traffic control signs or signals. 

Thirteenth, To appropriate the sum of three thousand eight hundred 
twenty-five dollars ($3,825) for extensions to the Fire Alarm Signal 
System. | 

Fourteenth, To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-law by pro- 
viding that the land now in a 3A district, fronting on the northerly side 
of Beacon Street between James Street and the 2A district near Pleasant 
Street, be changed to a 2A district. 

Fifteenth, To appropriate the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars 
($75,000) to be expended toward the separation of the sewage and surface- 
water in the drainage systems of the town and to authorize the Treasurer 
to borrow the same. 

Sixteenth, To see if the town will amend Section 19 of Article XVIII of 
the By-laws of the town. 

Seventeenth, To appropriate the sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) 
for rebuilding the superstructure of the Sumner Road Bridge. 

Eighteenth, To appropriate the sum of thirteen thousand five hundred 
dollars ($13,500) for reconstruction of portions of the superstructure of 
the Washington Street Bridge. 

Nineteenth, To see if the town will sell to Bridget L. Byrnes a parcel of 
land on the northerly side of Eliot Street adjoining land of said Byrnes 
and containing six hundred sixty-seven (667) square feet. 

Twentieth, To see if the town will vote to accept a deed from the Inter 
Urban Estates, Inc., for two parcels of land, one situated on the easterly 
side of Welland Road and one situated on the southwesterly side of Lowell 
Road and both adjoining land of the town. 

Twenty-first, To accept and allow Blake Road from Tappan Street to 
Gardner Road as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at 
this meeting. 

Twenty-second, To accept and allow building lines on both sides of 
Blake Road from Tappan Street to Gardner Road as laid out and estab- 
lished by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twenty-third, To accept and allow Welland Road from Tappan Street to 
Gardner Road as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at 
this meeting.

Street to Welland Road as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the 
town at this meeting. 

Twenty-eighih, To accept and allow building lines on both sides of 
Somerset Road from Greenough Street to Welland Road as laid out and 
established by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twenty-ninth, To accept and allow Weybridge Road from Washington 
Street to Somerest Road as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to 
the town at this meeting. 

Thirtieth, To accept and allow building lines on both sides of Weybridge 
Road from Washington Street to Somerset Road as laid out and estab- 
lished by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Thirty-first, To accept and allow Hancock Road southeasterly from 
Gardner Path as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at 
this meeting. 

Thirty-second, To accept and allow building line on Hancock Road 
around its entire length as laid out and established by the Selectmen and 
reported to the town at this meeting. 

Thirty-third, To see if the town will change the name of so much of 
Gardner Path laid out and accepted by the town February 8, 1886, as 
lies westerly of the easterly side line of Welland Road extended in a straight 
line to Gardner Road, to Welland Road. 

Thirty-fourth, To see if the town will change the name of so much of 
Gardner Path lying easterly of Welland and Gardner Roads, exceptthe 
portion which is fifteen (15) feet in width, to Hancock Road. - 

Thirth-fifth, To appropriate the sum of fifty-four thousand dollars 
($54,000) for the construction of the roads accepted by the town at this 
meeting and for land damages in connection with the same. 

Thirty-sixth, To hear and act upon reports of town officers and com- 
mittees. 

Thirty-seventh, To appropriate and raise by borrowing or otherwise 
such sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of the purposes 
mentioned in the foregoing articles. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your doings 
thereon, to the Selectmen seven days at least before the day of the said 
meeting.

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ANNUAL MEETING MARCH 22, 1927 


Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen served ac- 
cording to law upon the inhabitants of the town of Brook- 
line by a constable of said town and written notices sent by 
mail by the Town Clerk at least four days before the day of 
the meeting to the town-meeting members elected and quali- 
fied to act in town meetings in Brookline, under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 36, Special Acts of 1921, accepted by the 
town of Brookline, March 1, 1921, the town-meeting members 
so qualified met at the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday, 
the twenty-second day of March, 1927, at half past seven 
o’clock in the evening. 

Lists of the duly qualified town-meeting members were 
used at the entrances to the meeting place and were in charge 
of Thomas M. Daley, Thomas B. McCaffery, Thomas H. 
Finan, and Thomas R. Daley, tellers, who were sworn to the 
faithful discharge of their duties. The lists contained the 
names of two hundred and sixty-one (261) town-meeting 
members qualified to participate in and vote in town meetings 
in Brookline: two hundred and forty-three (243) being the 
town-meeting members elected from the nine precincts, 
and eighteen (18) town-meeting members at large. 

No town-meeting member was allowed within the rail 
until his name had been found on the list and checked. 

At twenty-eight minutes before eight o’clock, the tellers 
reported that one hundred and forty-five (145) names of 
town-meeting members had been checked,’ or more than one- 
half of all the town-meeting members qualified, and the 
Town Clerk reported that a quorum was present. 

'- The meeting was then called to order by the Moderator, 
Philip S. Parker, Esq. 

The meeting was opened by prayer offered by Rev. Charles 
J. Sullivan, Rector of St. Lawrence Church, Brookline.

REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1927. 

In recognition of their devoted service to the town we refer 
especially to the following town officials who have deceased 
since our last report. Professor Charles S. Sargent died 
March 22, 1927, after having served as a member of the 
Park Commissioners for many years. He gave freely of his 
knowledge and skill in developing trees and parks, increasing 
thereby the beauty of the town; in his death the town has 
suffered a great loss. Payson Dana died November 8, 1927. 
He was a former Selectmen, and at his death was Chairman 
of the Gymnasium and Bath Committee and of the Play- 
ground Commission. He gave loyal service to the town in 
the official positions which he held. Among others who should 
receive recognition is Daniel J. Daley, who died June 16, 1927, 
formerly a member of the Board of Assessors. In 1928, but 
before this report goes to print, have occurred the deaths of 
Edward W. Baker, who died January 26, 1928, and Jesse S. 
Wiley, who died January 29, 1928. These two faithful 
servants were so well known it is unnecessary for us to com- 
ment on their loyal devotion to the interests of the town, but 
we desire to put on record this brief expression of our personal 
sorrow and appreciation of their services. 

In passing we mention the following municipal undertak- 
ings which have had our attention during the past year. The 
covering of Village Brook and the construction of the sewer 
extension westerly from Cypress Street have been finished, 
and no more trouble is anticipated from flooding at wet 
seasons. The Chestnut Hill School and Library have been 
completed and opened. The lot at 299 Harvard Street has 
been sold, and land and building purchased for a new Branch 
Library at Coolidge Corner. The problem of the approach 
to Cottage Farm Bridge has not yet been settled, but plans 
are now before the Legislature looking to a solution. A be- 
ginning has been made in the separation of surface water in 
the sewers in the easterly part of the town, and the work will 
be continued. We are gratified that there was a decrease in 
the tax rate, and even with such decrease a large surplus of 
cash remains in the Treasury at the end of the year. 

We are always glad to have matters brought to our atten- 
tion wherein our town government may be improved. We 
desire to express our appreciation to the various departments 
for their loyal support and co-operation, and we trust that 
all citizens will endeavor to co-operate in maintaining the 
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standards which have been set so high in the past, and which 
are our heritage and pride. 


Valuation and Tax Rate 


The valuation of land in the town increased from $43,512,100 
in 1926 to $45,054,800 in 1927, the increase being $1,542,700. 
The valuation of buildings increased from $86,683,000 in 
1926 to $90,144,300 in 1927, an increase of $3,461,300. The 
total increase in real estate values in 1927 was $5,004,000. 
The valuation of tangible personal property increased from 
$19,156,400 to $20,073,600, being a gain of $917,200. The 
total valuation of all property real and personal in 1927 was 
$155,272,700, a total increase of $5,921,200. The number of 
polls increased from 11,913 in 1926 to 12,317 in 1927. 


There was a decrease in the tax rate from $21.30 to $21.00 
in 1927. While it must be remembered that conditions which 
affect the estimate of the tax rate are very uncertain, it would 
appear at this time that the tax rate for 1928 will not vary 
very much from the rate for 1927. As stated in our last 
report, it is desirable that the fluctuation in the tax rate 
should be within rather narrow limits, and we are gratified 
that these limits existing in our town are not as burdensome 
as they are in other municipalities. 


Finances 


There is a balance of free cash in the Treasury at the end 
of the current year amounting to $244,325.66. The net 
tax levy for 1927 was $3,250,360.70. The amount collected 
was $2,973,397.03, leaving a balance uncollected of $276,- 
963.67. This was partially offset by the amount collected 
from previous levies, amounting to $233,595.06, leaving the 
sum of $43,368.61 to be provided out of unexpended balances.

The basis of apportionment will be that 
fixed by the Legislature for the state tax for a three-year 
period.

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Condition of Current Special Appropriations 


The appropriations closed January 1, 1928, together with 
the expenditures therefrom and the balances carried to general 
unexpended balance account, are shown on the accompany- 
ing table under the heading “‘closed.”’ 


Appropriations Carried Forward, 1928 


There was a balance of $540.14 at the beginning of the 
year in the appropriation for furnishing the Chestnut Hill 
School and this will be carried forward at the request of the 
School Committee. The balance of $2,007.48 of the appro- 
priation for the alteration of the Winthrop School will also 
be carried forward at the request of that Committee. The 
Library Trustees request that the small balance of $57.90 of 
the appropriation for furnishings at the Chestnut Hill Library 
be carried forward. There was a balance of $2,319.17 of the 
appropriation for the School Street Playground and this will 
be carried forward for the purchase of one more lot of land. 
Of the appropriation of $2,000, for furnishing Brookline 
Field House $851.47 has been spent and $1,148.53 will be 
carried forward. The sum of $8,241.02 has been spent from 
the appropriation of $75,000 for the separation of sewage and 
surface water drainage and the balance will be carried forward. 
The small balance of $266.75 left in the appropriation for 
Fire Hazard and Ventilation in Schools will be carried forward. 
There was a balance of $3,686.11 in the appropriation for 
the Chestnut Hill School and Library Building, and this will 
be carried forward. The small balance of $115.90 for the 
Service Building, Park Department, will also be carried 
forward. There was a balance of $1,321.91 in the appropria- 
tion for the Brookline Field Grandstand, and this will be 
carried forward. There was a balance of $14,406.43 of the 
1926 appropriation for the construction of certain highways. 
These highways have all been constructed but as this is a 
balance of borrowed money it will be carried forward for simi- 
lar construction. Of the appropriation of $42,000 for the 
Relocation of South Street, $30,821.47 has been spent, and 
the balance of $11,178.53 will be carried forward, as there is 
still certain work to be done. There is a small balance of 
$5,639.44 of the appropriation made in 1926 for the construc- 
tion of sewers and as this is borrowed money, it will be carried 
forward:for the same purpose. At the end of the year there 
was a balance of $51,060.54 in the appropriation for the Im- 
provement of Village Brook which will be carried forward. 
Nothing has been expended from the appropriation for 
Alterations for the New Branch Library, Kennard Road and 
Walnut Street and for the Memorial Tablet, World War, and 
these will be carried forward. 
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Summary 


The total amount appropriated in 1927 for general expenses, 
including the county and metropolitan taxes and payment of 
funded debt and interest was $4,076,332.79 of which $3,856,- 
598.86 was expended. Of the total amount of $678,182.46 
carried on the books for special appropriations, $462,617.42 
was expended. There was also expended for State and 
Military Aid and for Soldiers’ Exemptions the sum of $1,327.11 
The total amount expended by the town for all purposes 
was $4,320,543.39.

The total amount proposed for general expenses for the 
current year, 1928, omitting the amounts for state, county : 
and metropolitan taxes, but including payments of funded 
debt and interest is $3,590,359.32. The total of the proposed 
special appropriations included in the warrant for the annual 
meeting is $251,600.

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Highway Department 


During the past year the town stable was completely reno- 
vated into a fire-proof garage for the housing of the smaller 
units of the department. 

As provided in the budgets for 1927, the wages of all em- 
ployees were increased 25c per day on April 1st, the minimum 
rate now being $5.00 per day. 

In line with the program for the gradual elimination of the 
stable, the number of horses has been reduced to a force of five 
with the ultimate disposition of all horses in the near future. 

Records reveal that permits have been issued for more 
than 70,000 linear feet or approximately 13 miles of trench 
excavation. This is practically 4 of the total mileage of 
streets maintained by the department. Most noteworthy 
of the projects undertaken during the past season was the 
larger main installed by the Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany on Boylston and Hammond Streets as well as the new 
water pipe line laid by the Metropolitan District Commission 
on Crafts Road and Eliot Street, crossing at Boylston Street 
and continuing on into Jamaica Plain. The program of the 
Gas Company is but the beginning of the expansion of their 
facilities due to the advent of gas house heating plants which 
has made necessary the increase in the size of the mains in 
order to furnish an adequate supply under the required pressure. 

Due to a marked attitude of indifference on the part of 
public utility corporations and contractors with regard to 
proper restoration of pavements, an item of $15,000 has been 
recommended to cover the cost of restoring all pavement 
openings with labor and materials furnished by the Highway 
Department. The expense thus incurred will be reimbursed 
to the Town in the nature of an advanced charge made at 
the time each permit is issued; the charge will be based on 
the square yardage and type of pavement disturbed. 

The electric traffic control system which was installed at 
the junction of Cypress and Boylston Streets has proven very 
satisfactory. A study is being made of Coolidge Corner and 
other important intersections for the purpose of increasing 
these installations with a view to increasing the safety of 
pedestrians’ travel and facilitating the handling of the ever 
increasing flow of traffic through our principal thoroughfares.

Suits Pending Against the Town 


Frederick D. Stimson, Administrator of the Estate of Estelle 
Stimpson vs. Town of Brookline. The declaration in this suit, 
brought for fatal injuries alleged to have been received by 
the decedent from a fall on the sidewalk on Evans Road, 
December 13, 1922, contained two counts, one for the death 
of the decedent and the other for her conscious suffering. The 
court has sustained a demurrer to the first count, leaving 
only the second count for trial, and the case is still pending. 
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Clara Gregory vs. Town of Brookline. ‘This action of tort 
was brought in 1924 for injuries alleged to have been received 
by a fall on the sidewalk near the corner of St. Mary’s Street 
and Commonwealth* Avenue, caused by snow and ice. The 
case is still pending in the Superior Court, Norfolk County. 


Celia Jennings vs. Town of Brookline. ‘The plaintiff in this 
case claims she received injuries from a defective sidewalk 
on Babcock Street in March, 1925. The case is still pending 
for trial. 


Michael L. Barry vs. Town of Brookline. This action grew 
out of the overflow of sewer on Morss Avenue in January, 
1925. The case was tried in May, 1927, and resulted in a 
verdict being ordered for the defendant with the stipulation 
that if the court was in error in ordering a verdict for the 
defendant, the judgment was to be entered for the plaintiff 
in the sum of $340.96. The bill of exceptions is now pending 
and the case will probably be argued before the Supreme 
Court at the March sitting. 


Fannie Hall Fegan vs. Town of Brookline. This action of 
tort brought in the Superior Court, Norfolk County, was for 
alleged injuries from a fall on the sidewalk opposite 14 Harvard 
Avenue. ‘The case has not yet been heard. 


George R. Marvin vs. Town of Brookline. This action was 
brought in the Superior Court for alleged injuries caused by 
the defective condition of the Reservation at the corner of 
Kent and Beacon Streets. The town claims that it is not 
responsible for the care of this particular piece of land. The 
case is pending for trial. 


Jennie A. Coombs vs. Town of Brookline—Forrest C. Coombs 
vs. Same. These two cases were brought in February, 1926. 
The first for personal injuries and the second by the husband 
of the plaintiff in the first suit for loss of her services. De- 
murrers have been filed in both cases. The sidewalk where 
the alleged accident took place was a temporary one, built 
by a contractor, who filed a bond with the town protecting 
the latter from liability. His Insurance Company has been 
notified to defend the case. 


Anna Howard vs. Town of Brookline. This action for per- 
sonal injuries alleged to have resulted from a fall on the 
sidewalk at the corner of Summit Avenue and Beacon Street 
in February, 1926, was brought in the Municipal Court of 
Brookline and is pending for trial. 


Boston & Albany Co. and the New York Central R. T. Co. 
vs. Town of Brookline. This was a bill in equity returnable 
on the first Monday of April, 1926, in the Superior Court, 
Suffolk County, arising out of an alleged defective condition 
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of a twelve foot sewer known as the Kent Street sewer and 
situated in the location of the plaintiff corporations on the 
~ Longwood Branch Railroad. The case is pending, but in 
the meantime the sewer has been repaired by the town and 
it is hoped and expected that further difficulty will be avoided. 


Ellen G. Magee vs. Town of Brookline, etal. This is a petition 
for an assessment of damages brought against the town and 
the County of Norfolk for a taking of about 6,650 square feet 
for the alteration and widening of Grove Street. The petition 
was filed on the first Monday of April, 1927, and the Town 
has entered an appearance and the case is pending. 


Frances Sweeney vs. Town of Brookline. The plaintiff in 
this case alleges in her declaration that she was injured by a 
defect in the sidewalk on Fuller Street in April, 1927. The 
Town denies liability. The action of tort was brought in 
the Suffolk Superior Court returnable in July, 1927, and is 
pending for trial. 


Edith R. May vs. Town of Brookline. Samevs. Same. These 
are two petitions for damages arising out of the taking made 
for the location of Village Brook and the sewer in the same. 
They were entered in August, 1927, and are pending for trial. 


Andrew J. Foisy vs. Town of Brookline. ‘This is an action 
of tort brought for alleged injury to the plaintiff who alleges 
that he was injured by the traffic signal on the southerly 
side of Peacon Street at Carlton Street. The writ was re- 
turnable in the Norfolk Superior Court in April last and the 
case is pending for trial. 


Albert J. Felty, Jr. vs. Town of Brookhine. ‘This is an action 
of tort brought by the plaintiff by his next friend who alleges 
that the plaintiff was injured while riding a tricycle on 
Winthrop Road in September, 1926. The case was returnable 
in the Middlesex Superior Court in January, 1928, and is 
pending for trial. 


Susan P, Priest vs. Town of Brookline. The plaintiff in this 
case alleges injuries received from a fall on Stearns Road in 
December, 1927. Suit has been brought in the Norfolk 
County Superior Court returnable the first Monday of March 


next. 


Thomas G. O’Day vs. Town of Brookline. This is a claim 
before the Industrial Accident Board for compensation. The 
injury occurred in April, 1927, and compensation was paid 
until January,.1928. The town then applied to the Industrial 
Accident Board for leave to discontinue the compensation 
and after conference and a hearing before a single member 
of the Foard such leave was granted. An appeal has been 
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taken by the claimant for review to the whole Board, and the 
case is pending. 

Ernest Lyon Building Commissioner vs. William H. McManus. 
This is a bill in equity brought in June, 1927, against the 
respondent to restrain him from operating a funeral home 
and undertaking establishment on Davis Avenue. A decree 
was entered for the plaintiff in the Superior court. An 
appeal was taken by the respondent and the case was argued 
before the Supreme Court in January last. 


Suits Settled and Terminated 


Sadie M. Boles vs. Town of Brookline. The plaintiff in this 
case alleges that she received injuries while riding in an auto- 
mobile on Station Street. Suit was brought in the Superior 
Court, Norfolk County, and was tried in September, 1927, 
resulting in a verdict for the defendant. 


Estate of Frank P. Cusick. This was a claim before the 
Industrial Accident Board for compensation by the dependent: 
of a decedent employee. A finding for the dependent of $10.00 
a week for four hundred weeks was made. An appeal was 
entered in the Suffolk Superior Court, and the finding of the 
Industrial Accident Board was sustained by the Supreme 
Court. 


Florence Dashwood vs. Town of Brookline. This action of 
tort was brought for injuries claimed to have been received 
by a defect on the sidewalk on Winchester Street in Septem- 
ber, 1924. The case was tried in April, 1927, and a verdict 
ordered for the defendant and the plaintiff took exceptions. 
Subsequently the case was settled by the payment of $100 
in May, 1927. 

John C. McGowan, Administrator vs. Town of Brookline. 
Since the report of last year the case has been tried and a 
verdict directed for the town. 


Mabel Walsh vs. Town of Brookline. Full report of this case 
appears in our last report. Since then the case has been 
settled by a payment of $125.

Detective Bureau 


This important branch of the service, acting under the 
direction of Lieutenant George E. Stitt, has never given more 
efficient service than during the past year. This Bureau is 
composed of one Lieutenant and three Detective Sergeants 
and they are entitled to much credit for the able manner in 
which they have handled the many perplexing cases assigned 
them and the long hours of duty performed; through their 
efforts many arrests have been made and a large amount of 
property stolen in Brookline and elsewhere has been recovered.

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Crime 


On January 17th, Herbert Goodland and Gladys Phillipson 
reported that they were held up by a masked man witha 
revolver on Lancaster Terrace and relieved of twenty-seven 
dollars. 

On February 9th Harold P. Clark, a driver for the Checker 
Taxi Company reported that he was held up by three men 
he was carrying as passengers, one of them being armed with a 
revolver and relieved of a watch and thirty-two dollars. 

On May 14th, Michael Birmingham a driver of an Inde- 
pendent Taxicab, was held up on Heath Street at the point 
of a revolver by two men he was carrying as passengers and 
relieved of nineteen dollars. . Both of these men were appre- 
hended a short time after the robbery (within four hours) 
by Patrolmen William C. Barrett and John Hunt. On Sep- 
tember 13th in the Superior Court, one was sentenced to 
eight years and the other to eight and one-half years in the 
Massachusetts Reformatory. 

It is gratifying to report that there has been about fifty 
per cent decrease in the number of house burglaries as com- 
pared with 1926. 

Such other crimes as have occurred have been of a minor 
nature and good order has prevailed throughout the year. 


Police Signal System 


The police signal system, under Superintendent Davis, 
has, as in the past, given very satisfactory service. There are 
now fifty-four (54) boxes or stations from which men on 
street duty communicate with the police station.

The recall system installed by the Gamewell Company 
under a contract made in 1926 was put in operation on April 
11th. This system is composed of five combination siren- 
horns and lights located at points where traffic officers are 
stationed and two single lights on Boylston Street in the 
outlying district. The system enables the officer in charge 
of the station to get immediately in touch with patrolmen at 
different points on our main thoroughfares in emergency cases 
and has proven its value on several occasions since put in 
operation. 

Three new signal boxes have been installed during the 
year at the following locations: Harvard Street near Harvard 
Square; Heath Street (upper end) near Woodland Road; and 
South Street near the Boston line. 

Several of the old signal boxes which have been in use 
since the service was first installed are badly worn and should 
be replaced with new ones. 
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Traffic 


The usual activities at Braves Field in the Brighton Dis- 
trict during the summer have attracted large crowds of 
people, many of whom use our streets in that vicinity for park- 
ing of automobiles. The plan adopted in 1926 of allowing 
parking on one side of these streets has been continued 
through the past summer. A few complaints have been 
made by persons living on these streets of the inconvenience 
caused them by the parking of vehicles but on the whole the 
plan has worked out well and is the best yet devised for 
handling the traffic in that locality. 

The automatic traffic signal lights installed at the inter- 
section of Boylston and Cypress Streets by the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company were put in operation on December 
5th. Should this system of traffic control prove satisfactory 
after being given a thorough trial, I recommend that a similar 
one be installed at Coolidge Corner. 

I also recommend that a flood light be installed at the 
corner of Harvard and Kent Streets for the protection of the 
traffic officer stationed at that point, as motorists complain of 
their inability to see him after dark. 

Among the many automobile accidents we have had on 
Beacon Street, three have resulted fatally; and in my opinion 
these accidents are attributable to the poorly lighted condition 
of the street. 


Motor Vehicle Service 


One White automobile ambulance; one White automobile 
patrol; one Buick touring car; one Ford touring car; two 
Ford runabouts; three Indian motorcycles. 

The southerly part of the Town, as in past years, is covered 
by patrolmen in Ford runabouts with satisfactory results. 
The Ford touring car is used by night Sergeants which enables 
them to keep more closely in touch with the men on patrol. 

Two patrolmen mounted on motorcycles are assigned to 
day duty and one during the first half of the night. The mere 
presence of these officers on our main thoroughfares has a 
deterring effect on speeders and reckless drivers; they are 
also used to great advantage in emergency cases. | 

There have been 100 calls for the ambulance during the 
year, of which fifty-four were for accidents and forty-six 
for sick cases. The number of miles run by the ambulance 
was 6523. 

The automobile patrol has responded to 291 calls for 
arrests, fires, and other emergencies, covering a total of 739 
miles. 

The Buick touring car purchased in 1924 has been over- 
hauled and repainted and should last for another year. Up 
to date this car has covered 30,000 miles. 
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The most economical way of having our motorcycle men 
well equipped is to exchange the old machines each year for 
new ones and I recommend that this be done. 

The Ford touring car and one of the runabouts should be 
exchanged for new ones. 


The Force 


The following changes have taken place in the Department 
during the year. 

Patrolman William Dugan was retired on pension Septem- 
ber 1st after services of thirty-two years, two and one-half 
months.

The discipline of the Department in the main has been good. 

Charges have been preferred against two patrolmen for 
violation of rules governing the department; in one case the 
patrolman was found guilty and deprived of one-half of his 
days off for a period of one year; in the other case the charges 
against the patrolman were filed without a finding. 

Two patrolmen have been before the Committee on Police 
on complaint of citizens: in one case no action was taken, and 
in the other the patrolman was deprived of one-half of his days 
off for a period of four months. 

Lieutenant B. Frank Bartlett, a retired member of the 
department, died on October 3rd. 

The members of the department have been particularly 
zealous in performing their duties throughout the year, thereby 
preventing crime, and in clearing up cases and making arrests 
after crimes have been committed. They have also responded 
cheerfully to all calls for extra duty for which no extra com- 
pensation was received. 

The liquor situation has been well taken care of by the 
officer assigned to that work and few complaints of violations 
have been received. 


Especial Mention 


The following named members of the force are deserving 
of especial mention for meritorious service performed during 
the year. 

Patrolmen William C. Barrett and John Hunt for arrest of 
two men on May 14th for highway robbery. 

Patrolman David Minnis*for arrest of a man on August 
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16th for breaking into a dwelling house in the Chestnut Hill 
District. 

Patrolmen Frederick Ingram and Thomas H. Morrow for 
arrest of two men caught in the act of burglarizing the resi- 
dence of Robert S. Weeks on July 15th. 


Conclusion 


Co-operation of our Court, Board of Selectmen, and heads 
of other Municipal Departments has been a great aid in such 
success as we have had in maintaining law and order during 
the year. 

For advice and assistance rendered my thanks are due to 
the justices, clerks, and probation officers of the Municipal 
Court, the Committee on Police and other members of the 
Board of Selectmen, also to the various town departments 
for their co-operation, and to citizens and civic organizations 
for their timely suggestions. 

To the officers, patrolmen, and all others connected with 
the department, I wish to express my deep appreciation for 
their loyalty and support.

REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., January 12, 1928. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town Hall, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen: —I herewith submit the annual report of the 
Fire Department for the year ending December 31, 1927. 

During the year we have had a slight increase in the number 
of alarms and fire losses. 

The new fire alarm system has proven its worth to the 
Department and has saved us considerable expense and 
confusion since it went into operation. 

The Drill and Pump Schools have developed considerably 
during the past year and are showing great efficiency. 

The portable floodlight system recently purchased should 
prove of great value to the Department and the town in cases 
of emergencies. . 

Engines 1 and 5 are badly in need of overhauling and 
painting, as they were purchased in 1917 and have never had | 
a thorough overhauling or been painted. It is proposed to 
do this work in our own repair shop and in a manner similar 
to that followed in the modernizing of Engines 2 and 7. This 
will lengthen the life of these engines approximately twelve 
years. 

The Department jobbing truck is badly in need of exten- 
sive repairs and painting and I recommend that it be replaced 
by a new one and one-half.ton Ford truck. 

I would recommend that one permanent man be added to 
Engine 4, as there is four men on one platoon and five on the 
other. The addition of this man would equalize the platoons 
and add to the efficiency of this company. 

The need for a new eighty-five foot aerial ladder truck is im- 
perative and I strongly urge its purchase at this time as the 
present ladder service is dangerously inadequate. 

The heating boiler at Station B is now in such a condition 
that it should be replaced with a new one. We are now 
operating it with some of the sections cut off due to the 
corrosion therein. 

The hot water heating boiler at Station A is also in very 
poor condition and I recommend that it be replaced with a 
new one. 
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Fire Record 


During the past year the Department has responded to 
529 alarms; 225 bell alarms and 304 still or telephone alarms. 
We had seven two-alarm fires, two three-alarm fires, and 
responded to twenty-five Boston alarms. The causes of the 
fires were as follows:

Street Lighting 


The number of lights added this year was, arc lights, six; 
Tungsten lights, thirteen; gaslights, twenty- three. Gaslights 
discontinued seven. 

During the widening of Grove Street several of the gaslights 
were removed and restored when the street was nearly com- 
pleted. ° 

The same conditions happened at South and Grove Streets. 

The traffic lights for the Fire Department were added to 
the street lighting but no appropriation was provided, as it 
was not definitely known just.when they would be ready. ; 

The contract for the traffic lights at Cypress and Boylston 
Streets was not completed and in operation until December 
5, 1927, so the bill covering the contract has not been received. 
Arrangements will need to be made in the appropriations 
for 1928. 


New Lights 


Orders have been sent to the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company for the installation of eight Tungsten lights on 
Winchester Street between Reacon Street and Fuller Street 
and one arc light on Beacon Street and a request for one on 
Boylston Street. There will be an appropriation asked for 
more traffic lights this year, as there is nothing definite at the 
present no appropriation can be made. 


Fire Alarm 


The new fire alarm is working very satisfactory. The fast 
time on the box alarm and discontinuance of the outside bells 
is a great help to the department. 

The contract for extending lead cable and circular loom 
cable was completed in December for the fast time circuit 
and box circuit running to the High Service Pumping Sta- 
tion on Newton Street. 
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Lead cable to replace the old open wire was placed on 
Beacon Street from Washington Street to Salisbury Road, 
Kilsyth Road, Dean Road, Chestnut Hill Avenue, Washing- 
ton Street from Bartlett, Crescent to Westbourne Terrace. 
I would recommend for the coming year that more lead cable 
be purchased to replace the old open wire. This should be 
continued until all wires are under lead. 

It will be necessary to purchase ten top posts for fire alarm 
and police posts. 

- The poles in front of Station B and Station G which are the 
property of the Boston Elevated Railway, are now used for 
the warning bells and lights used when the fire apparatus 
leaves the houses. I have been informed that the poles and 
wires are to be removed when the streets are to be repaved. 
These poles can be purchased for Twenty Dollars each and 
would probably last for many years. This price is very much 
cheaper than wood poles could be installed for. The number 
of poles needed would be four at Station B and five at Station G. 

Three fire boxes were struck and damaged by automobiles 
during the year. Two of these were damaged so badly, they 
were sent to the Gamewell Company factory for repairs. Our 
spare box was used in each case. I would recommend that 
two boxes be purchased this year so that if two boxes should 
be damaged they could be covered. 


Police Signal System 


These boxes are beginning to show their long and continued 
use and will need to be thoroughly overhauled during the year. 
This work could not cover all the boxes in one year and I have 
asked for an estimate for about twenty this year. 

Four of the main line relays on the police desk have been 
giving trouble for some time and will need to be repaired. 

Recall lights and horns have had to be watched carefully. 
The lamps are easily broken and do not show the trouble until 
needed. 

A new register should be purchased this year. Twice during 
the year the registers have given out and to be without one of 
these would leave the system almost helpless. 

Three police boxes were added during the year, one at 
Harvard Square, No. 152, Heath Street near Woodland 
Road, No. 136, South Street near the town line, No. 142.

Interior Wiring of Buildings 


The number of applications for the wiring of buildings re- 
ceived this year was 2,141. This year has changed from the 
type of buildings last year. More apartments have been 
erected than last year, although the single and two apartment 
houses are still being constructed. 

I find in apartment houses, improper wiring is being done 
and no notices filed for such. Tenants are notified and if not 
corrected, meters must be removed. I feel this is the only way 
this can be corrected. There are so many attachments made 
now, that a person keeps building up and if trouble occurs, 
it is reported as defective wiring if there is a fire started. We 
cannot inspect what we never are allowed to see or notified 
about.

REPORT

To the Board of Selectmen, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen:—I respectfully submit the thirty-eighth annual 
report of the Building Department for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1927. 

As is usual in this town permits were granted for buildings 
of greatly varying character, the costs running from a few 
hundred dollars to one building costing seven hundred 
thousand ($700,000.00) dollars. Inspections have been 
frequent and the construction as a whole has been satisfactory. 
It has been necessary this year to use an unusually large 
number of special inspectors owing to the treacherous nature 
of the soil and the resulting varied types of foundation neces- 
sary to properly support the superstructures. The cost of 
such inspector is borne by the owners, however, otherwise 
the town would have been put to an additional expense of 
many thousands of dollars. 

The value of the construction for which permits were 
issued this year shows an increase of more than $1,000,000 
over the cost of work done in 1926. 

Each year the department receives many complaints, 
chiefly from tenants, of alleged dangerous conditions such as 
cracked ceilings, unsafe piazzas, faulty fireplaces, chimneys, 
etc., also complaints of openings which have been made in 
party walls after buildings have been completed and our 
inspections terminated. In all cases our inspectors visit the 
premises and have the conditions remedied. 

The operation of the Zoning Law during the five years since 
its adoption has proved the wisdom of the town in so doing. 
Naturally a few apparent defects in its working are bound to 
develop and I have recommended to the Planning Board a few 
changes which in my opinion will strengthen the by-law and 
increase its benefits. A copy of my recommendation is 
attached hereto. 

Several instances were discovered of violation of the Zoning 
by-law through the conversion of residences for commercial 
purposes in restricted districts. In all cases but one, correc- 
tion was made following orders from this department. In one 
case action was brought to enjoin the occupancy and following 
a decision of the Superior Court sustaining the position of the 
town an appeal is now pending in the Supreme Court. 
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The lodging houses, dormitories, hotels, and hospitals have 
been regularly inspected and improper conditions ordered 
corrected where found. 

This department has investigated all applications for garage 
and gasoline licenses and reported on same to your Board. 

Periodical inspections of all freight and passenger elevators 
were made and defective conditions remedied.

All hot water boilers installed during the past year, as well 
as all those reported to this department as dangerous, have 
been duly inspected and were made to conform to Chapter 
154, General Acts of 1916 and our Plumbing Regulations. 

“Upstairs or down, the hot water boiler should always be 
treated as a potential torpedo.’’ When in doubt notify this 
department. 

This division has issued the greatest number of permits and 
the cost of plumbing installations has been greater than that 
of any year in the history of this department. 

Notwithstanding the great increase in the amount of work 
for the year it has been carefully inspected and tests were 
applied in all cases where necessary. 

Our Plumbing Regulations have been generally well ob- 
served. 

We have had three cases of violations of our regulations 
during the year, but in each instance suitable corrections were 
made without court proceedings. 
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As in former years this division has assisted other depart- 
ments when called upon to do so.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF GAS FITTING 


December 31, 1927.

Dear Sir:—I respectfully submit the annual report for gas 
fitting and fixture installation for the year ending December 
Sus 1927s 

The total number of applications received was 1,017, for 
which permits were issued, with the exception of three. This 
is an increase of 110 over last year. Of this number 202 were 
for new houses, 4 for old houses piped, 6 for old houses which 
had to be repiped, 1 for synagogue, 54 for office, manufactur- 
ing and store buildings and halls, 9 for garages, 12 for fire jobs, 
58 for house heating plants, and 671 for changes and additional 
work done in houses and buildings erected previous to 1927. 

Last year we had 13 installations of the new house heating 
systems by gas. This year we have had 58, an increase of 45. 
The new heating systems are proving highly satisfactory and 
the present vear will unquestionably show a marked increase in 
their use. 

To prepare for the great increase in the use of gas for heating, 
cooking, and manufacturing purposes, the Gas Company dur- 
ing the past year has laid miles and miles of larger gas mains 
throughout Brookline. The company is installing three-inch 
services where house heaters are to be used, formerly one and 
a half inch services were large enough. 

The routine work in this department has been about the 
same as in past years. All public buildings such as churches, 
halls, auditoriums, hospitals, etc. have been inspected for 
emergency lights. All new work has been thoroughly in- 
spected and tested and corrections made when necessary. 

In a number of inspections, especially in apartment houses, 
the main gas cocks were found to be entirely covered by coal. 
In case of a gas leak or in case of a fire this would prove very 
disastrous. Section 45 of the Gas Regulations reads as follows: 
“The access to main cock or meters must not be obstructed 
by doors, coal, or other material; free access at all times 
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must be had.’’ Owners were notified of the violations and 
corrections were duly made. 

The writer is again pleased to report that we have had no 
serious accidents caused by gas during the past year. He re- 
grets to report, however, that four have deliberately used gas as 
a means of death. 

A great many violations of the gas laws were found but all 
these were corrected. Drastic action was taken in only one 
case when the Board of Gas Examiners found it necessary 
to revoke the license of a Master gasfitter-for one year.

Sewers and Drains 


The tables accompanying this report give all details relating — 
to the sewers and surface water drains laid or acquired by 
the town during 1927, also the details of the separation work 
which has been undertaken during the year. 

The sewer in South Street, which was reported as incom- 
plete in the last Annual Report was finished in April, as far 
as the contract which was made last year is concerned. 

In connection with the construction of South Street the 
sewer and drain for the remainder of the distance to Newton 
Street was completed. The sewer between Newton Street 
and the West Roxbury Parkway has no outlet for the present 
but as a surface water drain had to be constructed in this 
section it was very much more economical to lay the sewer 
at this time, even though an outlet may not be provided until 
later. 

A sewer to drain this section of the town will eventually 
have to be laid from the ‘Saw Mill Brook Sewer,”’ so-called, 
through Putterham Meadows, a distance of about 5,000 feet. 

The most important sewer construction during 1927 was 
the completion of the connecting sections in the “Village 
Brook Sewer,”’ so-called, the greater part of which was laid 
in conjunction with the new channel for Village Brook. The 
portion in Sumner Road, from the Gymnasium lot to Tappan 
Street, and in Beaconsfield Road, and in private land from 
the Beaconsfield Garage to Dean Road, was completed early 
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in the season under contract with the C. & R. Construction 
Company. 

All the necessary connections have been made so that all 
sewage from the upper Beacon Street district now flows 
through this new sewer which is of concrete and 27” wide x 
403"" high. This will undoubtedly relieve the Reservoir and 
Chestnut Hill District to a very great extent and while it is 
possible that in cases of very heavy downpours there may 
be trouble in individual cases, it is hoped that the greater 
number of complaints will be eliminated. This sewer has been 
in partial operation since the middle of the summer and un- 
doubtedly prevented very serious flooding during the many 
heavy showers which occurred in the past season. In the 
time of construction precaution was taken to prevent storm 
water from entering the Metropolitan sewer, with which this 
system connects and this occasioned the overflow which took 
place October 13, in the rear of Sumner Road near the Gymna- 
sium. This overflow caused practically no damage and as 
it might have resulted in many thousands of dollars damage 
in the Metropolitan sewer it is very fortunate that this pre- 
caution was taken. 

There have been many inquiries regarding drainage con- 
ditions in the southerly part of the town, particularly in the 
South Street district and recently a complaint has been filed 
with the Board of Health because of the lack of sewerage 
facilities. This section of the town is dependent upon the 
City of Boston for an outlet. The Town Engineer has been 
in consultation with the Engineer of the Boston Sewer De- 
partment and it is understood that the City is now making 
studies for a trunk sewer which will furnish an outlet for 
Brookline sewers when built. It will be necessary, of course, 
for Brookline to build several long expensive trunk lines to 
furnish drainage to the properties which are causing the 
complaints but no provision has been made for this work in 
the budget for 1928. 

The Improvement of Village Brook has been completed as 
far as the channel and its connections are concerned, the water 
being finally turned into the new channel on November 10. 
The grading along the line of the work has been practically 
finished but there will undoubtedly be settlement in some 
places, due to the deep cuts, which will have to be re-graded 
in the spring. 

Although there were many very heavy showers during 
the past season comparatively little damage was done by 
washouts even though the culverts under the Boston & Albany 
Railroad were entirely inadequate to carry anything more 
than the normal flow. The cross sectional area of these 
old culverts, which were four in number, was about twenty 
square feet. The cross section of the new channel is 48.04 
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square feet. It is very fortunate that the railroad and the 
abutting property did not suffer to a much greater extent 
from washouts and flooding. At one culvert it was found, 
when the water was diverted, that several covering stones had 
broken and would probably have fallen into the channel in a 
very short time and entirely blocked the flow of the Brook. 
As this culvert was one of the three which had to be 
maintained because of drainage areas south of the railroad, 
it was rebuilt by inserting a 36’ cast iron pipe and filling 
the remainder of the space with concrete. 

Very little was done towards ‘“‘Separation’’ because of the 
great amount of other work which had to be taken care of. 
Studies have been in progress and a considerable amount of 
work will be recommended for the coming year. 

Two hundred ten buildings have been connected with the 
public sewer under the inspection of this Department and 
eighty-eight connections have been made to surface water 
drains. 

There have been thirty-four repairs to house connections, 
most of them necessitated by stoppage from tree roots. 
Twenty-three of these were relaid with cast iron pipe. Al- 
together, two hundred thirty-eight (238) permits have been 
issued for house connections with public sewers and drains. 

There have been six hundred two (602) inquiries answered 
by this Department regarding sewer assessments. 

The sewer gauges which register the flow in our main sewer 
at St. Mary’s Street, Brook Street, and the rear of Kent 
Street, have been maintained during the year. 

Very little has been done towards the construction of the 
record sewer plans and it is absolutely essential that many 
of the sheets be redrawn at once and an additional assistant 
must be employed for this purpose. 


Streets 


Tables accompanying this report give all the data relative 
to the acceptance, width and cost of streets laid out, widened 
or relocated during the year, as well as building lines which 
have been established, and the names of streets which have 
been changed. 

On April 25, a contract was made with Coleman Bros., 
Inc., for the reconstruction of South Street, from Newton 
Street to Grove Street. This work was completed in a very 
satisfactory manner on September 23. 

On March 16, the following streets were laid out under the 
Betterment Law:— Blake Road, Hancock Road, Somerset 
Road, Stanton Road, Welland Road, Weybridge Road. 

On May 9 a contract was made with J. J. McCarthy Com- 
pany for their construction. This work was completed about 
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August 11, and on December 19 betterments were levied 
covering practically the entire cost of the work. The abutters 
have expressed themselves as being entirely satisfied with 
the street construction and with the amount of betterments 
levied so it is anticipated that the town will be entirely 
reimbursed. 

The construction of Weybridge Road, at its conjunction 
with Washington Street, necessitated a change in grade of 
the latter street and the street surface as far as the southerly 
rail of the car track on Washington Street was replaced with 
a Warrenite-Bitulithic surface. 

The construction of Grove Street, on the lines of the re- 
location made by the County Commissioners, was completed 
during the year by the Street Department. 

The streets on the ‘‘Hillfields Estate,”’ so-called; Randolph 
Road, Jefferson Road and Cary Road, were completed by the 
owners under the inspection of this Department in a satis- 
factory manner and are now ready for acceptance by the town. 

About the usual amount of improved pavements were laid, 
the accompanying table showing the location, yardage and 
cost per square yard. An estimate of the cost of completing 
Chestnut Hill Avenue has been made and the underground 
work finished in readiness for this surfacing as far as is possible. 

There have been 202 stone monuments set by this Depart- 
ment to mark the boundaries of streets and public land as 
required by statute. 

In compliance with the rules of the Board of Survey, 
sixty-five stone monuments have been set on private ways. 

Line and grades have been given upon request, as follows:

Estimates were made for the widening and relocation of 
Mountfort Street, from Commonwealth Avenue, opposite 
the Cottage Farm Bridge to St. Mary’s Street, on the basis 
of the plan furnished by the Metropolitan Planning Board. 

An estimate was made of the cost of constructing the West 
Roxbury Parkway from the junction of Hammond and Newton 
Streets, through private land and land owned by the Common- 
wealth, to the Newton-Brookline line. 


Planning Board 


A considerable amount of work has been done for the 
Planning Board in the way of office studies and in actual field 
work. A careful survey was made of the territory between 
Cottage Street and Goddard Avenue, and the data is on file 
in this office. 
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Board of Survey 


Although very little work has been done by this Depart- 
ment for the Board of Survey, there have been many in- 
quiries, both as to method of procedure and regarding streets 
whose lines have previously been established by the Board, 
and a great deal of assistance has been given, both to private 
owners and to engineers representing owners. While the 
Board of Survey statute is not generally understood so that 
the benefit has not been derived from it that was anticipated, 
still it has already proved of great value in directing the 
proper development of the town, and it is hoped that addi- 
tional legislation may be obtained to simplify the procedure. 

In accordance with the rules and regulations covering the 
Board of Survey work, stone monuments have been set by 
private owners on several streets, which will materially lessen 
the eventual cost to the town and add greatly to the con- 
venience of private engineers and owners. 


Parks 


Surveys were made for the Park Department of the land 
acquired for the new Playground for the Pierce Grammar 
School, and at the request of the Park Department plans for 
grading this tract were completed, and accepted by that 
Board. 

At the request of the Building Committee of the School 
Committee and Library Trustees, grading plans were made 
for the Baldwin School ground. At the request of this Com- 
mittee also this Department arranged for and supervised the 
work of grading on the same basis as has been the custom for 
many years. The work was completed in the early part of 
September in accordance with the original plan and within 
the original estimate, although one-third of the appropriation - 
had been used before the Engineering Department arranged 
for its part of the work. 

Various lines and grades have been given from time to time 
as requested by the Park Commissioners. 

During the fall a plane table survey was made of all the 
land recently acquired by the Walnut Hill Cemetery Trustees, 
but no study has as yet been made for the final development 
of these tracts. 

Lines and grades were given and surveys made in various 
parts of the Cemetery at the request of the Superintendent. 

Assistance was rendered in connection with the resurfacing 
of the Cemetery Drive; about 430 feet was surfaced with a 
Bituminous Macadam top under contract with Dennis Driscoll. 

An estimate of the cost for completing the masonry wall 
on the Grove Street frontage was furnished to the Trustees. 
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= | Bridges 


At the Annual Town Meeting appropriations were made 
for the Reconstruction of the Superstructures of the Sumner 
Road Bridge and portions of the Washington Street Bridge, 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad, and on April 11 the 
Town Engineer was authorized to purchase the steel for this 
work and on June 13 a contract was awarded to V. Grande 
for the construction. 


The work on both bridges progressed very slowly on account 
of the many difficulties which were encountered in the way 
of supporting and maintaining water pipes and electric and 
telephone conduits. 


The work on the Washington Street Bridge was made very 
difficult and was greatly delayed because of the small amount 
of space which was available for forms. The railroad would 
allow only one-half-inch encroachment into the space below 
the final limits of the superstructure so that it was necessary 
to obtain special forms of steel which also added considerably 
to the cost. Although the contract price was very much 
below the estimate, the contractor carried out the work in a 
very creditable manner, the only criticism being that it was 
not finished as promptly as it might have been had he received 
a fair price. 

As the central portion of the Washington Street Bridge 
was reconstructed in 1906 this part was not disturbed. It is 
probable that this section will last for many years without 
any attention except the resurfacing of the roadway, which 
is occupied by the Boston Elevated Railway tracks, and 
some attention to the under side of the I-Beams which are 
now exposed. 


On the Sumner Road Bridge the 24’’ Brookline water pipe 
has been completely protected by concrete so that there is 
no further danger of deterioration from gases from the loco- 
motives. 


On both bridges chambers were provided under the side- 
walks for water and gas pipes, so constructed that they are 
easily accessible in case it is necessary to get at the pipes for 
repairs. 

The underside of the I-Beams are protected with four 
inches of reinforced concrete and the roadway surfaced with 
two inches of Warrenite-Bitulithic so that very little need 
be provided for maintenance for many years. 


The Aspinwall Avenue and Cypress Street bridges, which 
were constructed in a similar manner in 1916, are in good 
repair except that the wood block pavement on both struc- 
tures should have a coating of some asphaltic material to 
prevent further drying out of the blocks. Because of the 
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change in type of traffic these blocks will probably have te 
be replaced before long. A small allowance should be made 
for painting the exposed iron work and fences of all the 
bridges except those constructed this year. 


Water Department 


Lines and grades and other assistance has been given the 
Water Department to about the usual extent. 

In the construction of South Street it was necessary to 
relay water pipe for the entire distance because of the fact 
that the old location was so crooked that it would be im- 
possible to find room for other structures in the street if the 
old pipe remained. 

The work of excavation and refilling was included in the 
general contract for the construction of the street, and no 
charge was made against the Water Department for this work. 

Plans have been made and locations given in many cases 
as requested. 


Assessors’ Department 


There has been an assistant detailed for the usual work of 
bringing the Assessors’ plans up to date and in addition a 
man was furnished for the rearrangement of the records con- 
nected with the transfers of real estate. The assistant who 
has had charge of this work for several years has become too 
valuable to this Department to be detailed for this work 
another year and a younger assistant has been trained for it. 


Miscellaneous 


Very little has been done on street numbering although a 
great many house numbers have been given out during the 
year, the total being 285. It is hoped that it will be possible 
to make a complete canvass of the town during the early part 
of 1928 as it is very important that this work be kept up to 
date as the owners of new buildings, particularly in the 
speculative class, are very slow to comply with the rules and 
regulations regarding house numbers and it is necessary at 
times to appeal to the authorities to obtain the required 
co-operation. 

About the usual number of photographs have been taken for 
accident cases and for construction. 

A great amount of information has been furnished to 
architects, builders, and residents relative to streets and 
sewers, and to methods of procedure in connection with drain- 
age and grading. 

Numerous blue prints have been furnished to the various 
departments. 
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There has been a great amount of underground construc- 
tion during the year by the various public service corpora- 
tions in addition to the usual work of the different depart- 
ments, and great difficulty has been met with in obtaining a 
proper location for these underground structures. It is 
strongly recommended that an assistant from this Depart- 
ment be detailed to follow up all work of this nature, not only 
to make detailed records but also to be sure that the locations 
which are given the various companies are followed, as many 
cases have come to the attention of this Department where 
the granted locations have been entirely disregarded.

With the development of new areas accompanied by the 
acceptance of additional mileage of new streets during the 
past few years, the work of cleaning has increased propor- 
tionately for which additional expense must of necessity be 
incurred if the present standard is to be maintained. A 
comprehensive study is now being made taking into con- 
sideration the age problem of the department to determine 
whether or not the present system of sectional care can be 
supplanted with patrol labor forces to accomplish more 
economical and satisfactory results. 

During the past season, the department has been co-operat- 
ing with the inventor of a new type of street cleaner which is 
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based upon the vacuum principle. The probable perfection 
of this machine as indicated by the experiments will revolu- 
tionize the industry.

Perhaps the most perplexing problem that has confronted 
the Street Department in many years is the present program 
of the various public utility corporations for the expansion of 
their facilities. With the advent of gas house-heating plants, 
the Boston Consolidated Gas Company has been required to 
increase.the size of its mains to furnish an adequate supply 
under the required pressure. An approximate idea of the 
importance and magnitude of this new feature may be gained 
from the petition of the Gas Company for permits to open more 
than 47,000 feet of roadway. The principal work done by this 
company during the past season was the new main laid on 
Boylston Street and the one on Hammond Street. 


No sooner had the bitulithic pavement been replaced 
on Boylston Street than the Telephone Company announced 
an intention to lay a main trunk line practically the entire 
length of the thoroughfare. 


Another important project which affected the pavement 
was the new water main laid by the Metropolitan District 
Commission on Crafts Road and Eliot Street, crossing at 
Boylston Street and continuing on into Jamaica Plain. 


In summarizing the damage to our roadways by public 
utility corporations and contractors, the office records reveal 
that permits have been issued for more than 70,000 linear feet 
or approximately thirteen miles of excavation. This is 
practically one-sixth of the total mileage of streets maintained 
by the department. 


The satisfactory restoration of all these pavements has been 
a matter of constant concern and annoyance to the depart- 
ment due to the fact that all contractors did not willingly 
co-operate with the department in restoring the pavement 
to the desired standard. With a view to eliminating this 
indifference, an item of $15,000 has been recommended to 
cover the cost of restoring these pavements with labor and 
materials furnished by this department. The expense thus 
incurred will be reimbursed to the town in the nature of an 
advance charge made to all contractors and public utility 
corporations at the time each permit is issued. The charge 
will be based upon the square yardage and type of pavement 
disturbed. 

During the past year, an electric traffic control system 
was installed at the junction of Cypress and Boylston Streets _ 
which has proven very satisfactory. With an ever increasing 
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daily flow of traffic through our principal thoroughfares, the 
time has come when similar systems should be installed at 
other central points. An item of $10,000 has been included in 
the budget in order that this work may proceed. 

As previously indicated in my last annual report, the require- 
ments of the department necessitate the construction of new 
equipment headquarters. After consulting with architects, it 
is found that a solution of the problem involving an expendi- 
ture of $70,000 would suitably meet our requirements. ‘This 
plan calls for the utilization of the present stable yard walls 
over which can be erected a steel truss roof covering a concrete 
floor. Adequate space and facilities would thereby be pro- 
vided for the repair of our larger equipment, a greater part of 
which work must now be done outside at an increased ex- 
pense to the town. The present housing of this motor equip- 
ment is in positive violation of the fire laws. 

As a result of a settlement in the line of the Metropolitan 
Sewer on Park Street, it became necessary to resurface one- 
half of the roadway. The Metropolitan District Commission 
co-operated with the department by reimbursing the town to 
the extent of $1,711.56 for their share of the burden. 

The town stable has undergone a complete renovation and 
is now used to store some of the lighter equipment. 


New Streets and Street Widenings 


The following named streets were laid out and accepted 
as public ways at the annual town meeting held March 22. 


Blake Road from Tappan Street to Gardner Road. 

Hancock Road, southeasterly from Gardner Path. 

Stanton Road from Greenough Street to Welland Road. 
Somerset Road from Greenough Street to Welland Road. 
Welland Road from Tappan Street to Gardner Road. 
Weybridge Road from Washington Street to Somerset Road. 


The following widenings and alterations were likewise 
accepted at the special town meeting held November 8: 


Kennard Road at Walnut Street (westerly corner rounded). 
Woodland Road at Heath Street (east end) southerly corner rounded. 


The work of widening LaGrange Street, Grove Street 
opposite Allandale Road, and South Street at the junction of 
Grove Street, which work was undertaken during 1926, was 
completed this year. These important projects will appre- 
ciably increase the safety of travel on these thoroughfares. 


Bridges 
If circumstances permit, the work of resurfacing the St. 
Mary’s Street bridge will be undertaken. Due to the heavy 
travel over this street on account of the construction of the 
new Cottage Farm bridge, it was impossible to proceed with 
the work the past year. A sufficient sum has been included 
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in the appropriation to cover the cost of necessary repairs to 
the Aspinwall Avenue, Dean Road and Cypress Street bridges. 


Pensions 


Two men on the pension list died during the year and three 
have been added. There are now fourteen persons on the list.

The work of maintaining sidewalks during the past year was 
considerably handicapped due to the fact that it was necessary 
to draw from the maintenance fund to lay new walks on the 
various development projects. It is urgently recommended 
therefore that in all future acceptances by the town that suff- 
cient money be appropriated to complete the sidewalk con- 
struction. 

During the past few years, the town has experienced 
unsatisfactory results from sidewalk work done for the town 
on a contract basis. With this fact in mind, the department is 
planning to undertake this work with municipal labor. Such a 
plan would undoubtedly effect a substantial saving to the town 
as well as to improve the standard of walks. An additional 
fact to be taken into consideration is that the cost of coal-tar 
and asphalt walks is fast approaching the cost of granolithic 
which type of walk will outwear asphalt and will require less 
maintenance. As fast as possible, the department is replacing 
the expensive plank walks with a more permanent type.

On May 31, 1927, the Board of Health made a new contract 
effective July 1st for a period of five years with Arthur 
Schwartz, the contractor at the Incinerator.

$2,050 to the town. This new arrangement represents an 
annual saving of approximately $3,000.

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COLLECTION OF GARBAGE 


January 2, 1928. 
To the Board of Health: 

Gentlemen:—I respectfully submit the annual report of the 
expenditures and work done in connection with the collection 
of garbage for the year ending December 31, 1927. 

Two new trucks were purchased during the past year to 
replace two of the older units which have been in use since 
1921. There are now five trucks in the service. 

Under date of May 1 the Board of Health made a new 
contract for a period of three years with Louis Dean of Cedar- 
crest Farm at Waltham who satisfactorily fulfilled his obliga- 
tion under the old agreement. The new contract provides for 
a monthly payment by the contractor of $1,000 for garbage 
delivered at Waltham. This payment represents a 100% 
advancement over the old contract. 

The increase in building activity has reflected itself in the 
tonnage of garbage collected for 1927, the total of which is 
586 tons greater than for 1926.

The summary shows the usual increase of work over pre- 
vious years due to the continued commercial growth of the 
town. The authorization, effective since April 1, to employ 
an additional deputy during periods of unusual activity takes 
care of the situation only temporarily. With anticipated 
further growth, a full-time deputy and a small automobile 
will become imperative. In the meantime it will be necessary 
to make such provisions as will insure reasonable enforce- 
ment of the laws without seriously interfering with other 
branches of municipal service also in charge of the Sealer. 
With the increase in office work it has become necessary to 
have someone available at all times for emergency calls on 
scales, gasolene pumps, etc., as required by the State Director 
of Standards, therefore, it is advisable to have the milk and 
food analyses made in the same laboratory. It is now neces- 
sary to have the coal analyses made in a commercial labora- 
tory, consequently it is hoped that, in the interest of economy 
and efficiency, a more suitable room will be provided. 


Sealing. Consistent effort has been made to have those 
types of weighing and measuring devices which, through 
long usage or faulty construction, are very frequently found 
out of adjustment, and also the old style avoirdupois scale 
with its numerous weights, replaced by modern types, which, 
although more complicated in construction and more difficult 
to adjust, nevertheless require, on the whole, less attention. 
While this has resulted in the saving of considerable labor, it 
has been more than offset by legislation extending the in- 
spection work and making local sealers responsible for the 
accuracy of additional weighing and measuring devices. 


Testings. The checking up of packaged commodities sold 
by weight or measure affords much needed protection, as the 
accuracy of scales and filling devices does not insure the giving 
of correct weight or measure or the proper allowance for the 
evaporation of moisture on such foodstuffs as are retailed 
at varying periods after their manufacture. A large baking 
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concern, a manufacturer of a popular brand of dog bread and 
three manufacturers of food specialties have been found re- 
sponsible for serious shortages and were forced to make such 
changes as would insure their products coming within the 
legal tolerance when purchased by consumers. The frequent 
reweighings of commodities weighed out from bulk for in- 
dividual sales has resulted in greatly reducing careless weigh- 
ing and the detection of faulty methods and devices. Of the 
2,864 determinations made, 448 were over and 284 deficient 
in weight. The co-operation of dealers and manufacturers in 
effecting permanent corrections made itnecessary to prose- 
cute in but two of these cases, both of which were for short 
weight ice, resulting in convictions. 


Inspections. The resumption of inspections at _ stores 
during rush hours has revealed the need for a closer supervision 
than has been possible for several years. It was noticeable 
at certain places that former practices had been reverted to 
which were unfavorable to consumers. In May attention 
was called to illegal labeling of certain brands of bread and 
food cartons. One of the deputies was assigned to the work 
and corrections were speedily effected. A large amount of 
inspection work has been necessary to insure the adequate 
filling of milk and cream jars, beverage bottles, ice cream 
molds, berry baskets, and other containers. The inspection ' 
of clinical thermometers has shown fewer defective ones. The 
inspection records show that twenty-seven persons or firms. 
were responsible for the violations, of which twenty-one made 
prompt correction, four discontinued doing business in the 
own and two have appealed from convictions in the lower 

ourt. 


Peddlers. An amendment of the Hawkers and Peddlers 
Act, effective last June, removed from exemption the sale of 
many commodities, for which a state or town license must 
now be obtained. A fee of $51.00 for state and $26.00 for 
town licenses has for years been required for the peddling of 
fruit and vegetables and it is but proper that peddlers of 
other foodstuffs and various household commodities be re- 
quired to pay a like fee. As far as Brookline is concerned, 
the new provision curtails and brings under control a class of 
retailers who are largely non-residents, selling their wares in 
competition with local merchants who are tax payers and 
otherwise contribute to the welfare of the town. Two prose- 
cutions have thus far been made and appeals to the higher 
Court are pending. 


Coal. In the reweighings made of coal in bulk, there were 
but four loads found short, the largest discrepancy being but 
forty pounds on eight and one-half net tons. Such variation 
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will occur when a load is driven off and on the same scale. 
Of the two hundred fifty-seven bags of coal reweighed, thirty- 
nine were found short in amounts from one to six per cent 
and seventy bags were overweight, while all bags of coke 
and charcoal were correct. It has been insisted that all fuel 
put up in small bags and sold at a much higher price than in 
bulk must be up to the standard in both quality and weight, 
as such fuel is largely used by those of limited means. 


Miscellaneous. Requests for the testing and gauging of 
oils, as Inspector of Petroleum, the measuring of wood, 
manure, etc., as Measurer of Wood and Bark, and the sur- 
veying of lumber have been complied with and such adjust- 
ments made and certificates issued as the laws relating thereto 
required. The investigation of complaints resulted in five 
reimbursements of a major character being made. The de- 
partment has co-operated with the State Director of Stand- 
ards, police officials and other agencies in promoting accuracy 
and eliminating deceit in commercial transactions.

The anthracite coal furnished the town under the present 
contract expiring May 1, is from the dealer who had the 
previous contract. It has continued to be of satisfactory 
quality and as no change has been made in the run of mine, 
it has thus far been considered unnecessary to have a mechan- 
ical analysis made. 
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The yard screenings, under the present contract, have 
shown a variation in ash, but the composite samples taken 
thus far have averaged within the specified standard. \ 

Regarding the bituminous coal, when the contract for last 
season’s supply expired by date, there were some 350 tons 
above the minimum amount specified for which department 
heads had made no requisition. As the coal was of excellent 
quality the dealer was given the option of completing deliver- 
ies under the ‘terms of the contract and accepted. This 
made it necessary to defer requisitions for coal under the 
present contract until late summer, and accounts for the 
smaller proportionate amount delivered thus far. Although 
this latter coal shows a very high B. T. U. and low ash content, 
some of the deliveries contained slack in excess of contract 
specifications, making it necessary to cancel some of the 
premiums. The contractor readily furnished sized coal at 
the buildings affected to offset the slack. A mechanical 
analysis of a composite sample from deliveries at three build- 
ings showed even development of the total volatile matter 
up to 300° Fah. at which temperature it began to coke and 
at 500° Fah. it was completely coked. Slow and even dis- 
integration commenced at 550° Fah. and was maintained 
throughout the higher temperatures. The coal fused and 
clinkered at temperatures above 1100° Fah., while the maxi- 
mum heat units were developed under all temperatures of | 
combustion. These results clearly indicate that the coal is 
of the highest grade. The heat value would, however, be 
greatly impaired in actual boiler use if such high grade coal 
contained excessive slack. In connection with enforcing the 
terms of the several contracts much work of a routine nature 
has been necessary.

REPORT OF GYMNASIUM AND 
BATH COMMITTEE 


December 31, 1927. 


The Gymnasium and Bath Committee herewith present 
their annual report for the year ending December 31, 1927. 


The Committee deeply regrets the loss of its Chairman, 
Mr. Payson Dana, who passed away during the last year. 
Mr. Dana served the town for a great many years, and the 
absence of his untiring energy coupled with his keen and 
unerring sense of judgment is acutely felt by the present 
members of the Playground Commission and the Gymnasium 
and Bath Committee. Would that more men of his calibre 
and sense of civic duty gave as freely of their time and brains 
for the welfare of the town. 

The season has been a most successful one in both the 
gymnasium and the bathhouse, and the attendance has in- 
creased proportionately with the ever increasing population 
of the town. Leagues in basketball have been formed in 
both the afternoon and evening classes in the gymnasium, 
while competitive work is conducted in both girls and boys 
classes, in addition to their regular class work. Swimming 
has received a great stimulus during the past year, due to 
the publicity given the various Channel swims, and the 
swimming classes are filled to capacity at all times. 

The Department is indeed proud of the purity of its bathing 
water, due to the very modern chlorination system which 
was installed last year. The bacteriological reports show 
an almost complete absence of bacteria, so that residents 
may bathe with absolutely no fear of infection.

REPORT OF PLAYGROUND 
COMMISSION 


December 31, 1927. 


The Board of Playground Commissioners herewith present 
their sixteenth annual report. 


During the past summer the playgrounds operated from 
June 21st to August 31st. The same grounds were super- 
vised as in past years, with the exception that the Commission 
thought it advisable to re-open the Heath Playground, and 
were justified in so doing by the number of children who 
used the ground daily. Miss Anne Cameron was employed 
as supervisor and under her able direction some very enter- 
taining festive days were arranged. There were track meets 
for girls and boys, a Games Carnival, a Folk Dance Day, 
and the usual contests in checkers, Newcomb, fist ball, 
croquet, and jackstones. 

Three baseball leagues were operated among the boys, and 
at the end of the season the number of points won by each 
ground in all kinds of competition were computed, and the 
two cups were awarded to the boys at Clark and the girls at 
Lowell Playground. The closing event was a Play Day on 
Brookline Field in which all grounds participated. The value 
of Play Day lies in the fact that it gives the children and 
instructors an objective for which to prepare. It brings 
unity into the programs and acts as a stimulus throughout 
the summer. 

The work at the Winthrop Recreation Center is still carried 
on, and it affords the children in the neighborhood a pleasant 
place to pass their leisure time. in cold and inclement weather, 
and under the supervision of the instructors the children are 
trained in quiet games and handwork. 

The grounds were only operated for nine weeks this season 
and therefore the total attendance figures are not as large as 
those of last year, when the grounds operated for eleven weeks.

ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE PLANNING BOARD OF 
BROOKLINE, MASS. 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1927 


The Planning Board: respectfully submits to the town its 
fourteenth annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1927. 

During the past year the Board has held five meetings of 
its own members, one joint meeting with the Metropolitan 
Planning Division, two joint meetings with the Board. of 
Selectmen and the Brookline representatives to the legisla- 
ture, one public hearing on Zoning, and a representative of 
the Board appeared before the Boston Board of Appeal re- 
garding a zoning matter very close to the town line. 


Streets 


Four principal street developments have been under con- 
sideration during the year. The first, which must be settled, 
is that of the approach to the Cottage Farm Bridge. The 
majority of the Board have felt that the best solution was 
the extension of Essex Street to Beacon Street, across the 
Cotton Estate, through Kent Street and Longwood Avenue 
to Longwood Avenue Bridge. An alternative route favored 
by the Metropolitan Planning Division and a minority of the 
Board, follows the Boston & Albany Railroad over private 
land to Mountfort Street at Carlton Street to Audubon Road, 
thence to Riverdale Park. The final decision depends on 
others than this Board and a solution has not yet been reached. 

Next in importance is the extension of the West Roxbury 
Parkway through that portion of Brookline from its present 
terminus at Newton Street to its point of entry into the City 
of Newton. The views of the state authorities and the town’s 
representatives have been divergent and have not yet been 
harmonized; therefore, the work should not be partially ad- 
vanced until the whole route through Brookline to the Newton 
line has been definitely agreed upon and the point of its entry 
into Newton is acceptable to that city. 

Provision for the ultimate construction of a new radial 
thoroughfare from the Riverdale Parkway near Chestnut 
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Street, partly through Boston, crossing the Sargent Estate 
and running up through the valley to the northwest of God- 
dard Avenue, joining Goddard Avenue on the hill to the 
east of its junction with Newton Street is necessary. 

The situation in the southwestern part of the town has 
changed greatly within the last two years and we deem it of 
urgent importance that consideration be given to these 
changes and measures taken for the development of the 
territory before extensive construction shall place a prohibi- 
tive cost upon such development. An inspection of the map 
of Brookline shows that from Boylston Street southwesterly 
to the border of the town, the whole area has been very sparsely 
inhabited. The map of Metropolitan Boston shows that 
this area is a wedge of unsettled territory which is not dupli- 
cated anywhere else in the circle which surrounds Boston. 
The apex is the Sargent Estate and the general bounds are 
Boylston Street on the north and the Parkway on the south. 
This area is not served with any adequate radial thorough- 
fare at present. 

During the past few years the character of the territory 
has changed, the Moses Williams Estate has been sub-divided. 
Walnut Hill and the district between South Street and Newton 
Street is building up and the Sargent Estate is now in process 
of sub-division. It is obvious that streets and sewers must 
be constructed. It is obvious also that there is need of certain 
principal thoroughfares both radial, leading to and from the 
center. of the city, and circumferential leading from one side 
of the area to the other. Sewers and water mains must be 
laid which will follow the natural lines of grade and which 
will presumably establish the lines of highways to be con- 
structed. 

The territory between Cottage Street and Warren Street 
has at the present time inadequate water and sewerage 
facilities. Many of the houses drain into septic tanks and 
cesspools and it is probable that the ground is more or less 
saturated with sewage, and that the brook which runs through 
this territory and through the Sargent Estate is polluted. A 
year ago the Planning Board made certain tentative recom- 
mendations for the development of this area. Since that 
time the estate which controls the natural approach to the 
southerly end of the town and through which sewers, water 
pipes and highway must run, is being developed with but 
slight regard to the future needs of the town. 

The Planning Board does not desire to force the immediate 
development of the area in question. It deprecates the 
passing of the great estates and does not believe that any 
present highway construction of drastic nature, which will 
change the residential aspect of Brookline and attract to 
the town a less desirable type of dwelling, should be for a 
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moment contemplated. But the development of the area 
must and should be co-ordinated to a definite scheme of 
highway, water and sewer communication and this should be 
planned now so that the convenience and comfort of the 
future residents of the town may be assured and so that an 
intelligent highway plan may be settled for the development 
of the town and to care for its inevitable increase of popula- 
tion. It is appreciated that some private interests may 
oppose action. It is recommended that the town authorities 
confer with the various owners of the property in the district 
and that whatever plan is adopted should be so far as possible 
acceptable to these citizens. 

The Planning Board recommends the fixing of highway and 
sewer lines from a point on Goddard Avenue north of the 
Whitman Estate down the valley to Cottage Street and 
across the Sargent Estate to Chestnut Street at or near High 
Street. This highway line has few curves, follows the natural 
grade and will in any event be of necessity the line of sewerage 
and water in the future. 

The above arguments apply also to the circumferential 
thoroughfare from Cleveland Circle to Jamaica Pond, which 
has been discussed in previous reports and is still unsettled, 
and inasmuch as the Sargent Estate (over which an important 
link of this thoroughfare will go) is being developed without 
any regard to this street, we feel that it is time for the town 
to take definite steps towards settling the location of this 
thoroughfare although its immediate construction is not vital. 

It is possible that after conference with the owners of the 
various estates a better plan may be evolved. Private rights 
must and should be considered, but the need is too urgent, 
the future of the town too important and the cost to pos- 
terity too great to permit the project to be blocked by selfish 
interest. The Planning Board again submits its recommen- 
dation and urges that prompt action be taken, that a highway 
line be laid out as indicated, by agreement if possible, by the 
exercise of eminent domain if necessary. 


Photographs 


The Board, for aid in its studies, had made in the late fall, 
photographs of the town from an aeroplane. These have 
been combined into one photograph, accurately scaled 400 
feet to the inch and will be of great assistance to the Planning 
Board in its studies of future developments of the town, and 
it will also be of use to other departments; to the Assessors in 
checking up buildings, to the School Committee in planning 
locations for schools, to the Fire Department, Police Depart- 
ment, and Building Department. It has been framed for its 
protection and is available in the office of the Town Engineer, 
for all who need it. 
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Neighborly Co-operation 


The Board wishes to acknowledge its appreciation of the 
courtesy and neighborliness of the officials of the City of 
Boston in notifying them of Hearings and matters such as 
Zoning close to the boundary line which would affect the 
residents on both sides of the line, and the members of this 
Board have been notified to speak at these hearings and the 
decisions in two cases have been satisfactory from the Brook- 
line point of view. 


Zoning 


The only activity in Zoning was a hearing on January 21, 
on a request to re-zone a piece of land on Beacon Street, at 
the corner of James Street. This matter reached the Annual 
Town Meeting and was there acted upon.

The mortality rate of the town is again low. There were 


499 deaths in Brookline including 150 of persons temporarily 
sojourning here. There were 498 deaths of Brookline resi- 
dents including 149 residents dying other places. On this 
basis the mortality rate for 1,000 inhabitants was 11.06 as 
against 11.39 in 1926. A reading of the reports of the various 
sub-divisions of the Department shows what a great variety 
of activities are now carried on for the protection of the health 
of our citizens. These include the collection and tabulation 
of vital statistics, the prevention of communicable disease 
in which the work of the nurses plays an important part, the 
Tuberculosis Dispensary, the Dental Clinic, School in Bodily 
Mechanics, the Contagious Hospital, the Bacteriological 
Laboratory, Tenement House Inspection, Sanitary Inspection, 
Fly and Mosquito Control, Inspection of Milk and Provisions, 
Inspection of Animals, Medical Inspection in the Parochial 
Schools, Hospital Relief Fund and the Health Bulletin. In 
addition there are various health activities carried on in the 
town which are not under the jurisdiction of the Health De- 
partment, but which are nevertheless essential to round 
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out the health program. Chief of these are the medical in- 
spection and school nursing work under the School Depart- 
ment, the prenatal and infant and child welfare work of the 
Community Health Centre of the Brookline Friendly Society 
and the Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis Society. 

In order to determine how well the field of public health 
work was being covered by these different agencies a survey 
was made in April last at the joint request of the Health 
Deparment and the Brookline Friendly Society by Professor 
C. E. A. Winslow and Professor Ira V. Hiscock, both of the 
Yale School of Medicine, and Miss F. M. Patterson, R. N.., 
General Director, Community Health Association, Boston. 
As this Survey has been printed in full and also reviewed in 
the June Health Bulletin, we need only refer here to the 
appraisal of the health work given in the Survey which it 
should be remembered includes the health work carried on 
by the School Department and the Community Health Centre. 
The following quotation is self explanatory:

“It will be noted that tuberculosis control, pre-natal work, 
infant welfare work, pre-school work, sanitary inspection, 
water supply, and sewerage, are all full score or practically 
full score. The largest deductions (40 points on venereal dis- 
ease control and 39 points on communicable disease control) 
are due, not to any real shortcomings in Brookline’s health 
program, but to lack of data in regard to clinic treatment of 
venereal cases at Boston out-patient departments and in 
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regard to immunization of pre-school children against diph- 
theria. Where no records are available to show what results 
have been attained, there is no course but to deduct for the 
items in question. The low score for the laboratory is in 
part due to the fact that the State Department of Health 
has no records of the Wassermann tests which it makes 
classified by towns. The low score for Popular Health In- 
struction is mainly due to the peculiar situation, discussed 
above, which makes newspaper articles and cinema showings 
unavailable as means of public education. 

“The deductions under Vital Statistics, School Health, 
and Food Inspection on the other hand represent real defi- 
ciencies. The points lost under Vital Statistics (and some of 
those lost under Communicable Diseases) were lost because 
of the lack of statistical and epidemiological study of current 
records, the points under School Health were lost because of 
parents not being notified of the time of medical examinations 
and invited to be present, and because the children are not 
weighed as frequently as present standards indicate as most 
desirable, the points under Food and Milk Control were lost 
mainly because of insufficient inspections of food stores and 
of lack of provision for medical examination of food handlers, 
conditions fully recognized by Mr. Ward.” 

There were only nine cases of diphtheria reported during | 
the year with no deaths. In 1923 an intensive campaign to 
secure the immunization of all children was started and has 
been continued each year since. During the four years 
previous to 1923 there were 209 cases with nine deaths. 
During the four years since 1923 there have been only 43 
cases and no deaths, and of the 43 cases there were none who 
had had the protective treatment. 

We again call attention to the report of the Health Officer 
and especially to his statements relative to deaths from dis- 
eases of the heart and importance of at least yearly examina- 
tion as people reach middle age. 

Our arrangements for caring for tuberculosis patients at 
the Contagious Hospital have been approved by the State 
Department of Health and they conform to the standard of 
minimum requirements for such hospitals. 

Again we ask for the co-operation of all our people in 
maintaining the health record of the community.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


Brookline, Mass., January 16, 1928. 
To the Board of Health: 


_ Gentlemen :—I have the honor to submit the following report 
for the year ending December 31, 1927. 


Mortality 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes was 499 
which includes 150 deaths of persons temporarily sojourning 
here, most of whom were patients in various Brookline hospi- 
tals. There were, therefore, 349 deaths of residents within the 
town. In addition there were 149 persons described in the 
death certificates as being residents of Brookline, who died in 
other places. Adding the latter number, 149, to the number 
of resident deaths (349), we have a total of 498 deaths, as 
compared with 501 during 1926. Estimating the population 
on July 1, 1927, to have been 45,021 the 498 deaths give a 
mortality rate of 11.06 per 1,000 inhabitants as compared 
with 11.39 for 1926. 

The death rate for the total deaths within the town (499), 
if not corrected as above, is 11.08 as compared with 11.05 in 
1926. 

We give both the corrected and uncorrected death rates 
because of the difficulty of determining our death rate accu- 
rately owing to the fact that there are several hospitals within 
the town to which many non-residents come for major surgical 
operations or for serious illness, where there are necessarily 
many deaths. On the other hand, many residents die in 
hospitals elsewhere whose deaths should be included. In 
doing so, however, we undoubtedly include the deaths of some 
individuals who had not lived in the town for many years and 
also of some persons without permanent homes who had given 
to the hospitals at which they died, the address of some Brook- 
line relative or friend. This we find quite frequently to be 
the case in tuberculosis, where every case is investigated as 
soon as the report of the death is received. 

In Table I which gives the principal causes of death we have 
excluded deaths of non-residents in the town and included 
deaths of residents outside the town. While the total number 
of deaths of non-residents (150) corresponds very closely with 
the deaths of residents outside the town (149) the causes of 
death vary greatly. The reason for this is that the hospitals 
in the town to which many non-residents come are not general 
hospitals but are for a special class of cases —- largely surgical. 
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There is also one large institution in the town to which many 
incurable cases come from all over the country. On the other 
hand when a Brookline resident requires care in a general 
hopital, especially medical care, he is almost invariably sent to 
a Boston hospital. 

Any classification therefore of the causes of death which 
included non-residents and excluded deaths of citizens outside 
of the town would give an entirely false and misleading picture. 
For example of the 97 deaths from cancer in the town, 52, 
or 53% were non-residents. Of the 24 deaths from cancer of 
the female genital organs, 18, or 75% were non-residents. On 
the other hand there were many deaths of residents in Boston 
hospitals which if excluded would prevent us getting a true 
picture of the mortality of Brookline.

A complete record of the causes of all deaths will be found in the Town 
Clerk’s report on the Vital Statistics. 


A study of Table I shows that diseases of the heart continue 
to be the leading cause of death, being more than twice as 
many as any other single cause, and representing about 26% 
of all the deaths. There were, however, 14 fewer deaths from 
this cause than in 1926. Cancer with 59 deaths is again in 
second place with three more than in 1926, but still consider- 
ably below the figures for 1924 and 1925. Cerebral hemorrhage 
and thrombosis is again in third place with diseases of the 
arteries the fourth in the list. 

Diseases of the heart, arteries, kidneys, and cerebral hemor- 
rhage caused altogether 260 deaths, or about 52% of all deaths 
in 1927; about the same as in 1926. These are often spoken of 
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as the ‘‘wear and tear diseases’’ because they represent in most 
instances the giving out of some vital organ under the strain 
of life. The number of deaths from these causes has been 
increasing rapidly in recent years. Thus in 1916 they caused 
only 38% of all deaths and in 1921, 43%. 

We discussed at length in the 1926 report the causes of this 
increase and showed that it was probably due chiefly to the 
fact that as the deaths from the infectious and other pre- 
ventable diseases grew less more people lived to the age when 
their vital organs give out and they die from some one of these 
diseases. It is obvious that deaths from these diseases 7 
old age cannot be prevented. But the deaths from these 
diseases which occur before old age is reached should be con- 
sidered preventable. As about 50% of the deaths from 
these diseases are of individuals under 70 years of age it is 
obvious that here is one of the most urgent health problems 
of the present day. Education of our citizens in hygienic 
living and the establishment of the custom of having yearly 
medical examinations for the early detection of the signs of 
disease are the chief measures on which we must depend to 
prevent deaths from these diseases early in life. 

There was a gratifying drop in the deaths from pneumonia 
and influenza, from 50 in 1926 to 25 in 1927. However, it 
cannot be claimed that this is the result of any improved 
measures for the control of these respiratory infections. 
There were very few infections of the influenza type which are 
so often followed by pneumonia. We are still as helpless 
to control influenza as we were during the last epidemic and 
when another epidemic comes we shall see a rise in our deaths 
from pneumonia. 

There was a gratifying fall in the deaths from diabetes 
from 9 to 4 and in automobile fatalities from 9 to 5. 


Communicable Diseases 


In Tables II, III and IV will be found the cases of com- 
municable diseases by months, by ages and sex, and also for 
the past ten years. The deaths do not include those of non- 
residents in the town but do include deaths of residents 
outside of the town if they had the disease while living in the 
town. 


Diphtheria. There were only nine cases of diphtheria 
reported during the year with no deaths. In 1923 an intensive 
campaign to secure the immunization of all children was 
started and has been continued each year since. During 
the four years previous to 1923 there were 209 cases with 9 
deaths. During the four years since 1923 there have been 
only 43 cases and no deaths, and of the 43 cases there were none 
who had had the protective treatment. Further proof that 
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this reduction in cases and deaths is the result of protecting 
the children is given by a comparison of the ages of the cases 
in these two four-year periods. Before 1923, 82.5% of the 
cases were in children under 15 years of age. Since 1923 
only 39.5% of the cases have been children under 15 years. 
Diphtheria has been a disease chiefly affecting children. 
With the majority of the children protected this is no longer 
the case. 

During the year there were 1,261 children in the public 
and parochial schools who were given the Schick test for the 
first time. Of that number 995 or 78.9% were found to be 
susceptible to diphtheria. Of these 853 were given three 
toxin-antitoxin inoculations, 112 had two inoculations and 
27 only one.

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There were 268 children, previously immunized with toxin- 
antitoxin, because susceptible who were retested and of 
these 164, or 61.2%, were found to have become immune 
while 104 were still susceptible. This was a rather disap- 
pointing result, inasmuch as our previous retests had shown 
over 80% immunized. However, there is this to be said that 
practically all of the reactions on the retest were very slight 
and some were doubtful positives and it is certain that most 
of the children were protected against any serious or fatal form 
of the disease. 

There were 92 children who had been immunized twice and 
of these 76 or 82.6% were immune. Of 15 who had been 
immunized three times all were negative. 

At the Community Health Centre 113 pre-school children 
were given toxin-antitoxin. This is the most promising and 
helpful work along these lines that has been done and if it can 
be continued at this rate each year it will mean that that group 
of children in the village section of the town where in the past 
diphtheria has been most serious and fatal, will be very thor- 
oughly protected. In addition to the toxin-antitoxin inocu- 
lations 41 children who had been previously inoculated were 
tested and 27 were found to have become immune. 

Unfortunately we have no record of the protective treat- 
ments that have been given by physicians to children in their 
private practice. We have reason to believe, however, that a 
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considerable number of the physicians, especially those special- 
izing in children, are appreciating the importance of this work 
and protecting their young patients. 


Scarlet Fever. There were 127 cases reported with no 
deaths, although there was a death of a non-resident at the 
hospital: 

Measles. There were 199 cases reported with no deaths. 
We have been able to secure a small amount of convalescent 
serum which if given before the sixth day after exposure will 
either prevent or modify the attack. 


Whooping Cough. There were 188 cases with two 
fatalities. The fatal cases were both under two years of age. 
The disease is especially serious with these very young children 
and therefore every possible precaution should be taken to 
protect them from it. 

Smallpox. No cases occurred during 1927, and with the 
exception of one case in 1917 there have been none since 1903. 
As a result of this almost complete freedom from the disease 
many of our citizens are inadequately protected by vaccina- 
tion so that the stage is being set for a real epidemic whenever 
the disease gets a start, as it surely will some time. 


Typhoid Fever. There were four cases with one fatality. 


Infantile Paralysis. There were 16 cases reported and 
3 deaths. This is the largest number of cases we have had 
since 1916, the year of the great epidemic, when there were 
21 cases and 4 deaths. The cases were for the most part 
scattered over the town with the greatest number (5) in Precinct 
5. Two small children, near neighbors, who had been play- 
ing together out of doors were taken sick within twenty- 
four hours of each other. With this single exception there 
seemed to be no connection between the cases. 

Miss Thomas, one of our health nurses, has been giving 
massage and muscle training to children suffering from the 
effects of this disease in previous years. She gave 124 such 
treatments under the direction of the Harvard Infantile 
Paralysis Commission. 

Tuberculosis. There were 33 cases of pulmonary tubercu- 
losis reported and 13 of other forms of the disease. From pul- 
monary tuberculosis there were 13 deaths of residents which 
gives us a death rate of 29.9 per 100,000 inhabitants. This 
is the rate obtained by excluding deaths of non-residents. 
Including these there was a total of 18 deaths from all forms 
of the disease giving a rate of 40.

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The above table shows that the disease has been the most 
fatal among young females as has been the case in most recent 

ears. 
“ At the Tuberculosis Dispensary Dr. Horace K. Boutwell has 
been the attending physician and Mrs. E. R. Jarvis the 
“tuberculosis nurse.’’ There were 91 clinics held at which 
558 examinations were made of 235 individuals, of which 
number 102 were new patients. In addition there were 248 
visits by patients who came to be weighed and have tempera- 
ture, pulse and respiration taken. Of 35 patients sent to hos- 
pitals, 23 were referred through the Dispensary. 

On December 31 the Dispensary records showed the loca- 
tion of 179 tuberculosis cases as follows:

Mrs. Jarvis made 2,813 visits to homes in connection with 
her tuberculosis work, 98 visits for other reasons, and assisted 
at 79 clinics. She is also supervisor of nurses. She has been of 
great assistance to the health officer in the collecting and tabu- 
lating of statistical data. 


The department has offered a free consultation service, with 
specialists in diseases of the lung, also X-Ray examinations, 
but very little use has been made of this service by physicians. 


The department has had much help from other agencies in 
this work. The Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis Society, whose 
funds come largely from the sale of Christmas Seals, sent to 
summer camps and country homes 82 children who had been 
exposed to tuberculosis. They gave warm clothing for 
sanatoria patients and provided milk for under-nourished 
children. The work of the Brookline Friendly Society at the 
Health Center is an important factor in the campaign. The 
Elks have been most generous in gifts to needy cases. 


In 1926 there were 433 Brookline children examined by the 
State Department of Public Health in accordance with the 
so-called “‘Ten Year Program.”’ Of that number 8 were consid- 
ered to be hilum tuberculosis, 2 latent hilum, and 20 were 
classed as suspects. A total of 32 were recommended for 
re-examination in 1927. Wewere able to secure a re-examina- 
tion of 28 of these in November. Of the 8 hilum cases 7 showed 
improvement, but of the 28 examined 9 were reported as unim- 
proved. 
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Pneumonia and Influenza. There were 27 cases of lobar 
pneumonia reported with 10 deaths, and 10 cases of influenza 
with 2 deaths. In addition there were 13 deaths from broncho- 
pneumonia, and 2 from acute bronchitis, making a total of 27 


deaths from acute respiratory infections as compared with 51 
in 1926. 


Venereal Diseases. There were 13 cases of gonorrhoea and 
4 of syphilis reported. Four of the former and one of the 
latter were reported by name because they had failed to con- 
tinue treatment until cured. It is obvious that many physi- 
cians are not complying with the law requiring the reporting of 
these cases. 


Other Diseases Reported 
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Public Health Nurses 


Miss Mary A. Macdonald and Miss Regina A. Thomas 
have served throughout the year. 

The nurses visit the homes in which cases of contagious 
disease have been reported. They placard the house if that is 
required; they obtain information in regard to the source of 
infection; they give advice in regard to precautions; they inves- 
tigate the health of the other members of the household and 
see that the children are excluded from school. 

As far as time permits they investigate the cause of absence 
of pupils from some of the public and the parochial schools. 
The causes of these absences are shown in Table VI which 
includes 94 cases of contagious diseases. 

While the primary object of the nurses’ work is the control 
of the contagious diseases, probably even greater benefits 
come from the opportunities which several thousand visits in 
the homes afford for teaching healthy living.

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Infant Mortality and Birth Rate 


There were 17 deaths in the town of infants under one year, 
5 of whom were non-residents. In addition there were 21 
infants of Brookline parents who died outside of the town. 
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More and more it is coming to be the custom for Brookline 
mothers to go to hospitals outside of the town for care during 
childbirth. In 1923 about 50% of the births were outside the 
town, while in 1927 over 70% were outside. This makes it 
exceedingly difficult to compute our infant mortality rate. 
The only method, however, which will give us any idea of our 
true rate is to include all births and all deaths of infants of 
Brookline mothers wherever they occur and to exclude births 
and deaths of infants of non-resident mothers. On this basis 
there were 572 live births and 32 deaths giving a rate of 55.9 
per 1,000 births. 

If we include only births occurring in town, 212, and all 
deaths in the town, 17, our rate is 80.2. 

The birth rate per 1,000 of population based on all births of 
Brookline mothers (572) is 12.7. 

As shown by Table VII, 10 of the 32 infant deaths occurred 
within twenty-four hours of birth; 21, or about two-thirds, 
died within a week. If an infant survives the first week there 
is now no special age period or season of the year when his 
life is especially threatened.

It is obvious that lowering of the death rate in the first week 
of life can only come through improved pre-natal and obstetrical 
care, and every effort should be made to secure improvement

along these lines. However, as many of these early deaths 
occurred in cases where we have every reason to believe that the 
pre-natal care and obstetrical skill was of the highest order we 
must realize that not much reduction of these early deaths can 
be expected unless changes favorable to child bearing occur in 
the human race. 

In order to determine whether there are variations in the 
infant mortality in different sections of the town, we have pre- 
pared Table VIII giving the births and deaths by precincts, 
and for the past five-year period, because in one year the 
figures are too small to be of any significance. We have also 
separated the births occurring in the town — which means 
with few exceptions those born in the mothers’ own homes — 
from those occurring outside the town — usually in a hospital. 
Strangely enough the two highest mortality rates are in Pre- 
cinct 1 where the largest proportion of babies were born in 
hospitals, and in Precinct 5 where the largest proportion were 
cared for in their own homes. ‘The highest rate was 58.1 in 
Precinct 1 and the lowest, 38.6 in Precinct 6.

The citizens of the town should realize that all the prenatal 
and infant welfare work of the town is being done by the 
Brookline Friendly Society at the Community Health Centre. 
With its well-conducted prenatal and baby clinics and its 
nursing service this society is now very completely and effi- 
ciently covering a field of public health work which in most 
progressive cities and towns is carried on by the Board of 
Health at the expense of the taxpayers. We are glad to have 
this opportunity to call attention to the fact that in the 
appraisal of Brookline’s health program made in the Survey last 
spring practically a perfect score was given to the pre-natal 
and infant welfare work. 
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Medical Inspection of Parochial School 


Medical inspection of the pupils at St. Mary’s Parochial 
School is provided by the Health Department. This work has 
been in charge of Dr. David M. Hassman who is also Medical 
Director of the public schools. One of our health nurses 
visits the school daily and devotes the greater part of her time 
to the care of the pupils of this school. It is planned this 
coming year to provide this same service in St. Aidan’s School. 


The Health Bulletin 


The Bulletin has been published quarterly and distributed 
by the Police Department to every house in the town. We 
believe it is serving the purpose of promoting education in 
health matters, of informing residents of the quality of the 
milk sold by the various dealers and of giving publicity to the 
various activities of the department. 


The Hospital Relief Fund 


This fund was used to provide prompt hospital care to 62 
residents needing such care but unable to pay the hospital 
charges. The total expenditures were $4,886.65. This fund 
overcomes in great part the disadvantage of not having a local 
municipal hospital for general cases.

The Dental Clinic Committee submits to the town its 
twelfth annual report. 

The operating policy maintained at the Clinic has been in 
accordance with recommendations made to the dental clinics 
of the state by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health and the Massachusetts Dental Hygiene Council, 
namely: 

1. To concentrate on children of pre-school age and those 
in the primary grades. 

2. To fill only fissures, pits and small cavities. 

3. To extract all teeth in which decay has endangered the 


pulp. 
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4. To do emergency work only for children beyond the third 
grade. 
5. To give instruction to parents and children concerning— 


(a) The value of oral hygiene. 
(b) The importance of eating foods that feed the teeth. 


The educational work of the Clinic is in line with the Health 
Education program carried on by the schools in the classrooms 
and also in the homes. 

The work being done for children of pre-school age provides 
an opportunity for co-operation with the Brookline Health 
Center in its Child Welfare program. The results of the 
combined efforts of the Clinic, the schools and the Health 
Center are shown by the fact that tooth-ache is rapidly vanish- 
ing from the classroom, and the general improvement in the 
condition of the teeth as revealed by the yearly physical 
examinations of school children proves that the problem of 
dental decay is becoming well controlled.

Since October, 1927, there have been about 10 children re- 
ferred to the School of Bodily Mechanics from the public 
schools as a result of their annual physical examinations. 
Though this is a distinct increase over the number referred 
last year, nevertheless, there must surely be more than 10 
children in the Brookline Public Schools who, if referred to the 
School of Bodily Mechanics, would profit from instruction 
there. | 

The children who have attended the school regularly for 
the year show a distinct improvement in their body carriage. 
This has been quite noticeable to mothers of children newly 
enrolled in the classes. Asa result of such an impression made 
on the mothers, who bring the children to the classes, the 
average regular attendance has been increased over that in 
preceding years. This is noteworthy, in as much as there are 
less children enrolled and this necessarily so, since less children 
are referred to our classes from the public schools than was 
formerly the case. The average attendance per session is 
greater this last year than the preceding year. Apparently 
those who have been coming to the classes have been convinced 
of the value of the training offered and attend more regularly.

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There were only 9 cases of diphtheria cared for during the 
year and the so-called diphtheria wing of the hospital has been 
used mostly for the care of measles and various other diseases. 
From now on we shall probably have to use the main part of 
this building for tuberculosis patients. 

There were 81 scarlet fever patients treated with one fatality. 
The fatal case was a non-resident transferred from an out of 
town hospital where he had recently had a surgical operation. 
The infection was in the wound and he was desperately ill at 
entrance and lived only two days. Anti-toxin has been 
used for all the severe and some of the mild cases and has 
been followed by a prompt drop in the temperature. There 
have been, however, some severe serum reactions. 

There was a baby admitted almost moribund with a 
pneumonia following whooping cough who died within twenty- 
four hours. 

A scarlet fever patient developed chicken pox a few days 
after entrance and gave this infection to two other scarlet 
fever patients. Except for this there have been no cases of 
‘crossed infection’? and there have been no “return’’ cases. 

In the Tuberculosis Ward 35 patients were treated. Of 
that number 7 died, 10 were discharged improved, one not 
improved, and 17 remain in the hospital. 

The hospital was planned for 14 beds but during most of the 
year there has been an extra bed put up in each of the two 
ward rooms and at the close of the year there was one patient 
in the so-called diphtheria ward. It seems probable that from 
now on we shall have to use the diphtheria ward for tubercu- 
losis patients most of the time. It is admirably suited for that 
purpose as there are large windows and broad piazzas onto 
which the patients’ beds can easily be moved. The State De- 
partment of Health has inspected this building and given 
their approval for its use for this purpose. 

By an act of the legislature the State Department of 
Health was required to fix certain standards for tuberculosis 
hospitals in cities and towns under 50,000 inhabitants. If 
these standards are not complied with in the local hospitals, 
the cities and towns are required to become a part of the 
County Hospital units. The State Department of Health ac- 
cordingly drew up a standard of minimum requirements. To 
conform with these requirements a few changes in our hospital 
were necessary, chief of which were additional hospital beds, 
certain changes in the form of keeping records, and the giving 
of regular dental care to the patients. 

The State Department of Health agreed that the use of the 
diphtheria ward gave us an adequate number of beds and with 
the understanding that the other changes would be put into 
effect they notified the Board in December that the hospital 
had their approval. 
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Occupational therapy has been carried on only part of the 
year because of our inability to secure a teacher. 

Mr. A. J. Caulfield, who has for many vears taken a keen 
personal interest in the welfare of the tubercular patients, has 
provided an entertainment for the patients every month. 
These have included movie shows, concerts and various other 
forms of entertainment. In addition he has visited the hospital 
practically every week and has been a real friend to every 
patient. 

The loss of the bus line to Chestnut Hill was felt keenly by 
everyone at the Hospital when it was discontinued. The new 
line to Boylston Street through Lee Street which has just been 
started will fill the need for transportation to the village very 
well. 


THE BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY 


A total of 3,154 examinations was made during 1927 as 
follows: 


Diphtheria. There were 346 cultures and 45 swabs exam- 
ined from persons suspected of having diphtheria and 11 
cultures and 3 swabs were found to be positive. There were 89' 
cultures for release, and 353 for the detection of carriers. The 
total number of culture examinations was 788 of which - 
number 91 were reincubated and examined a second t me. 
There were 3 virulence tests. 


Tuberculosis. There were 165 sputum examinations, of 
which 39 were positive. 


Typhoid and Paratyphoid. There were 46 specimens 
of blood examined of which 3 gave a positive Widal reaction 
and there were 8 negative paratyphoid tests. 


Ophthalmia and Gonorrhoea. There were 2 negative 
opthalmia smears and 145 other smears for the diagnosis 
of gonorrhoeal infections of which 42 were positive. 


Malaria. Of 9 specimens of blood none showed the plas- 
modium Malariae. 


Milk Examinations. There were 705 samples of milk and 
cream submitted by the Agent for the Inspection of Milk 
and provisions which were plated and the number of bacteria 
per cubic centimeter counted. The results of the milk counts 
have been published in the Health Bulletin. There were 705 
samples examined microscopically for the presence of pus 
and streptococci. Counts were made of 33 samples of ice 
cream and there were 6 special milk examinations. 
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Water Examinations. Bacteriological examinations of 
the Municipal Water Supply and of the water from the 
swimming pool of the Bathhouse have been made at weekly 
intervals. The total number of samples examined was 98. 
Plate counts were made of these and also tests for the colon 
bacillus. Chemical tests have been made of 48 samples 
of water to determine the percentage of chlorine in the water 
of the swimming pool after the disinfectant had been added. 
The installation of a new chlorinator at the Bathhouse has 
resulted in much lower counts of the bath water. The average 
of the counts of the town water for the year was 1.34 per cubic 
centimeter. 


Miscellaneous Examinations. In addition to the above 
there were 157 special bacteriological or chemical examina- 
tions. 


Outfits. There were 1,231 outfits for cultures and for the 
collection of specimens made up and distributed. These 
outfits are kept at the Laboratory and at the following drug 
stores: Young & Brown’s,* Harvard Square; Wheeler Drug,* 
corner of Harvard and Webster Streets; Chestnut Hill Phar- 
macy, 1186 Boylston Street; Gammon Drug Co., corner of 
Beacon and Tappan Streets. 


Antitoxin, Vaccine, etc. (2,946 outfits) furnished free by 
the State Department of Health, were distributed from the 
Laboratory to physicians or through the drug stores above 
designated with a (*). 


The Fly and Mosquito Control work is directed by Mr. 
Nyhen from the Laboratory. Attention is called to his report 
of this work.

The amendment to Article II, Section 4 of the health 
regulations, permitting the leaving of milk jars at houses under 
quarantine until cases are released, instead of pouring the 
milk as formerly, has resulted in greater protection and 
removed a justifiable cause for criticism. The additional 
labor entailed has not been as great as anticipated. 

It was necessary to apply such preventative measures 
as would amply protect from contamination a portion of our 
milk supply from Southern Vermont and cream from the 
Province of Quebec, because of typhoid in those localities. 
There were no cases in Brookline traceable to these sources. 

The complaints investigated included the handling of milk 
and food by persons exposed to infectious diseases, the im- 
proper disposal of infected clothing, bedding, and laundry 
and various violations of the quarantine regulations by persons 
exposed to or having communicable diseases. 

The miscellaneous services, aside from transporting persons 
to hospitals and summer camps, covers such work as was 
required by the health officer and town nurses and also such 
services of an emergency nature as were in the interest of pub- 
lic health. The other items specified in the summary were of a 


routine nature.

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REPORT OF TENEMENT HOUSE INSPECTOR 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1927. 


To the Board of Health: 

Gentlemen :—I have the honor to submit the fifteenth annual 
report of the Tenement House Inspector for the year ending 
December 31, 1927. 

The past vear the ventilation of inside water-closet com- 
partments in four three-family houses has been greatly 
improved by the installation of a mechanical system of venti- 
lation which has been approved by the Inspector of Plumbing. 

The woodwork enclosing six water-closet bowls and six 
kitchen sinks was removed and the floors underneath the 
same put in sanitary condition. Additional toilets have been 
installed in three houses where the same were used in common; 
now each family has a separate toilet. 

Fifty-three unsightly ceilings were whitened and the walls 
of fifty-two rooms that were dirty were either papered or 
painted. The walls and ceilings and the public hallways, 
cellar and water-closet compartments in one six-family 
house were found to be in a very unsanitary condition. The 
owner received a number of notices from this department to 
clean the same and it was necessary for your Board to have 
a formal notice served upon the owner before this work was 
done. 

A tenement found in one house was in such an unsanitary 
condition that the owner and tenant were notified that if the 
same was not cleaned it would have to be vacated as unfit for 
human habitation. This tenement was vacated and the owner 
gave the same a thorough cleaning. 

The walls and ceilings in the public hallways of five tene- 
ment houses were found to be in such a dirty condition that the 
owners were notified to have the same cleaned and on rein- 
spection found the walls painted and the ceilings whitened in 
all hallways. 

Ten new water-closet bowls were installed replacing defec- 
tive or unsanitary bowls. This work was done under the 
direction of the Inspector of Plumbing. 

Two complaints were received during the year for over- 
crowding and on inspection found only one of these complaints 
justifiable. The tenant and the owner have been notified 
that the family occupying this flat must seek larger quarters. 

Forty-three complaints were received during the year of 
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hallways not properly lighted. All complaints were investi- 
gated and the owner of one apartment house after being 
notified a number of times for having failed to keep the hall- 
ways lighted, was summoned before the Court. The case 
was disposed of by the defendant agreeing to comply with 
the law and on reinspection found that the law was being 
complied with. 

Four hundred and eighteen fire hazards were abated, the 
cause of same being defective smoke pipes, plastering off 
ceiling in basement and wood laths exposed, papers and 
combustible rubbish scattered around premises and proper 
receptacles not provided for ashes and rubbish. 

On complaints received for fire hazards in apartment houses 
many were received from the Chief of the Fire Department 
and I had his co-operation in abating same. 

Had the owner of one apartment house before the Court 
on a Preliminary Hearing for maintaining a fire hazard in 
failing to provide proper receptacles for ashes, papers, and 
combustible rubbish. His case was disposed of by agreeing to 
furnish proper receptacles and on reinspection found he ‘had 
complied with the law. 

One hundred and fifteen metal receptacles were provided 
during the year where fire hazards were found to exist. 

One hundred and eighty-seven complaints were received, 
during the year of obstructed egresses. Seven hundred and 
twelve houses were inspected and 1,689 families were found to 
be violating the law. The owners or agents were given cards 
explaining this law, to post in hallways. A large number 
of the tenants living in these houses received notices from this 
office explaining the great danger of keeping combustible 
rubbish in the egresses. Some of our bad fires have started 
in the rear egresses of apartments through the carelessness of 
some person dropping a cigarette or lighted match in the 
combustible rubbish. 

It was found necessary to summon eighteen of the most 
persistent offenders before the Court for violation of the egress 
law. Sixteen of this number were found guilty, eight were 
fined ten dollars apiece, seven paid, one appealed and the 
case is now pending in the Superior Court. One was fined 
fifteen dollars which was paid, seven others had their cases 
placed on file and two defaulted. 

Had two other tenants before the Court on a Preliminary 
Hearing for obstructing egresses. No complaints were issued 
and the cases were disposed of by the tenants agreeing to 
comply with the law and on reinspection found the same was 
being done. 

Received seventy-nine complaints of insufficient heat and 
hot water during the year. A number of these complaints 
were received from the Division of the Necessaries of Life at 
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the State house with whom this department co-operates not 
only on this matter but on many other matters pertaining to 
housing conditions. These inspections were made under 
Chapter 186, Section 14 of the General Laws. 

It required a number of inspections both night and day and 
it was necessary to have the owner of two apartment houses 
before the Court on a Preliminary Hearing for failing to 
furnish heat and hot water. The case was disposed of by the 
owner agreeing to install new boilers in both houses as the 
boilers were in such a worn out condition they were not 
capable of furnishing sufficient heat. The owner has lived up 
to his agreement with the Court and has installed two new 
boilers, one in each house. 

In two other apartment houses from which many complaints 
of insufficient heat were received, inspections were made and I 
found that the heating apparatus was not capable of heating 
the buildings. The owner was given the choice of installing 
two auxiliary boilers that would properly heat the building or 
else be summoned to Court. He installed the two auxiliary 
boilers and now the buildings are properly heated. 

A number of complaints were received from an apartment 
house of insufficient hot water. Found that the hot water 
boiler which was in use was too small to furnish the necessary 
hot water. After talking the matter over with the owner, a 
larger hot water boiler was installed and no complaints re- 
ceived since the boiler was installed. 

The piazzas of four houses found in dangerous condition 
were reported to the Building Commissioner. 

Ninety-one inspections were made during the year of base- 
ment suites for which permits have been granted and as a 
whole they were found in good condition. Two basement 
suites were found occupied: for which no permit had been 
granted and the owners of same were notified, and after a num- 
ber of changes made in the suite, permit was granted for one; 
the other was vacated as it could not be made to comply with 
the Board of Health regulations governing basement suites. 

Eleven applications were received for permits during the 
year for basement suites and four of this number were for 
four room suites. The owners were notified that one room 
in each suite did not comply with the Board of Health regula- 
tions and as they were unwilling to make the necessary 
changes in the room, they were granted permits for three room 
suites. 

A complaint was received that a one-family frame dwelling 
had been converted into a tenement house and on inspection 
found that the same had been converted into a five-family 
house, violating the building law. The Building Commissioner 
was notified. 

One hundred and fourteen inspections were made of apart- 
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ment houses under construction which required Certificates 
of Compliance signed by the Building Commissioner and the 
Tenement House Inspector before the same could be issued. 
In two of these houses found six rooms which did not contain 
the floor area required by the Board of Health regulations. 
Owner was notified and same was made right before Certifi- 
cate was issued. Twenty-three Certificates of Compliance 
for apartment houses were issued during the year. These 
houses had accommodations for 190 families. 

One defective steam heating boiler found was reported 
to State Boiler Inspector, Willis J. Harlow. All leaky pressure 
hot water boilers found were reported to the Plumbing 
Inspector. 

One hundred and sixty-eight inspections and reinspections 
were made of lodging houses and the following table shows 
conditions found in same:

Milk, Cream, etc. 


Our local supply was seriously curtailed for several days 
because of the flood in the milk producing sections of New 
Hampshire and Vermont. In order to insure sufficient milk for 
children and hospitals it was necessary to obtain a carload 
from New York City and to induce the local dealers to share 
the expense of sending trucks to Vermont and to purchase 
from every possible source. The supply thus obtained was 
apportioned, as far as possible, among the dealers and arrange- 
ments were made to have milk available at certain stores for 
those in urgent need of it. Several of the creameries, from 
which milk was shipped to local dealers, were flooded and 
consequently contaminated. Such plants were thoroughly 
chlorinated, including some four thousand milk jugs. One 
one-hundred pound drum and forty-nine cases of chlorine 
were used in this work, twenty-five cases being donated by a 
large chain store concern. In addition your agent is extend- 
ing the utmost co-operation to the committee appointed to 
rehabilitate the milk industry in the flooded section. 

Quality. There has been a pronounced improvement in 
both the purity and quality of our milk supply. The high 
fat content is due largely to many additions of pure-bred and 
graded Guernsey cows to herds supplying local dealers. The 
average fat content of all samples taken during the year is 
4.15 per cent butter fat as compared with 4.13 per cent for 
1926. The sediment tests showed but five dirty cottons as 
compared with sixteen for 1926. The data used in making the 
chart published in 1924 has been brought up to date. The 
yearly percentages of samples containing bacteria in excess 
of the standard of 300,000 per cubic centimeter are, for 1924, 
os for’ 1925,°3:0) for 1926. 1.21 and tor 1927, (0. os .see ee 
results show that the methods employed have been effective 
and compensate for the adverse criticism when supplies 
were refused admission. 

School Milk. After conferring with the school authorities 
it was decided to make no change in the supply for the schools 
because of the satisfactory quality and services previously 
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rendered. The supply is separately pasteurized in spray 
vats and is subjected to the most rigid bacteriological, chemi- 
cal, and sanitary supervision. The dairies score 92.4 and 
94.7 from a possible 100 points. The average butter fat was 
4.41 per cent, solids not fat 9.16 per cent, bacteria 22,077 
per cubic centimeter, while the sediment tests were ninety- 
seven per cent clear. 

Milk for Infant Feeding. Because of the difficulty explained 
last year in stopping the mislabeling of a milk which had no 
qualifications to commend it for infant feeding as ‘“‘Baby 
Milk,”’ a standard for such milk has been adopted. In order 
to be classified as ‘‘Baby Milk” it must be produced on dairies 
scoring not less than eighty points, by herds tuberculin tested 
and maintained under Federal and State supervision, distrib- 
uted in cap-lipped bottles, contain not more than 25,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter when delivered and otherwise 
conform to the milk regulations. There are, however, several 
excellent milk supplies sold under other designations which are 
admirably adapted for infant feeding. 

Certified Milk. One supply was excluded as a certified 
product on June 1 after considerable time had been spent in 
trying to have corrections made. Upon report to the Medical 
Milk Commission the producer’s certificate was cancelled and 
he went out of business. All certified supplies now sold in the 
town are produced strictly in compliance with the regulations 
relating thereto. 

Cream. With the steadily increasing consumption of 
cream the New England milk district can no longer supply the 
demand from surplus milk. It is consequently necessary for 
dealers to obtain larger amounts from the Canadian provinces 
which makes inspections more difficult and expensive. There 
are now four supplies coming from the Province of Quebec 
and one from Nova Scotia. This cream has been low in 
acidity and bacteria and consequently equals in quality 
such portions of the supply as are made from unsold surplus 
milk. The operation of the recent Federal law applying to 
Canadian dairies, with the adoption of more stringent dairy 
regulations by the Department of Agriculture of Vermont, 
has been of great assistance and has forecast higher standards 
in cream production. With three times the number of samples 
taken there were but 2.8 per cent containing bacteria in excess 
of the standard, in-comparison with 13.00 per cent in 1926 
and 39.00 per cent in 1925, while only four samples were high 
in acidity. 

Ice Cream. The increased recognition of the adaptability 
of ice cream in the dietary of the sick and its susceptibility to 
bacteriological growth has finally resulted in further protective 
legislation. The new law requires the licensing of manu- 
facturers, fixes standards for purity and butter fat, provides 
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for the medical examination of handlers and contains other 
regulatory provisions. As this law, and the regulations 
made thereunder, became effective late in the summer, the 
issuing of licenses will be deferred until May, thus allowing 
sufficient time in which to make necessary changes. Investi- 
gations of suspected ice cream after three cases of illness were 
made with negative results. Three samples containing delete- 
rious foreign matter and one containing excessive acid-forming 
bacteria resulted in satisfactory correction. 

Dairies. There were more than 350 additional dairies 
inspected. Seventy-eight of these were Grade A, the qualify- 
ing of which, as a rule requires several visits. The correc- 
tions consisted largely of new barns, milk houses, cooling 
systems and drainage, those necessary to reasonable cleanli- 
ness not being recorded. The rejections were largely those 
not equipped for shipping milk, but passable for cream or 
butter, and those whereon the unsanitary conditions pre- 
cluded the product from being accepted by Massachusetts 
dealers. Of the exclusions, forty-six were due to the laxity of 
the officials of a large creamery in not reporting a large number 
of dairies for inspection. Following the issuance of an exclu- 
sion notice, a change in personnel and methods was immedi- 
ately effected. The supply has since been maintained at a 
satisfactory standard. . 

Creameries. The two creamery plants condemned last fall, 
to be effective June 1 have been reopened in more sanitary 
locations with modern buildings and equipment. In July one 
of the largest creameries in Vermont was condemned and a 
ten-day exclusion notice issued. After a conference with the 
Vermont Commissioner of Agriculture, the time was extended 
to thirty days, within which time the plant was thoroughly 
renovated. A review of the routine inspection work shows 
that major corrections and improvements of a substantial 
nature and cost have been effected at twenty-two other 
creameries. 

Tuberculin Tested Herds. It was necessary to take drastic 
action in connection with two supplies from tested herds which 
were not processed separately from that drawn from untested 
and reacting animals. The cattle owners of Massachusetts 
have been slower than those of other states in having their 
herds tuberculin tested, thereby meeting the increasing public 
demand for this added safeguard. This condition has caused 
further shifting from Massachusetts to out-of-state dairies. 
The safeguarding of both raw and pasteurized milk through 
the tuberculin testing of animals would eliminate one of the 
greatest menaces to infant life. For this reason your Agent has 
co-operated with other agencies in the endeavor to obtain 
legislation which will further protect the public from bovine 
tuberculosis. A bill, sponsored by Dr. G. H. Bigelow, State 
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Commissioner of Public Health, is now before the Legislature. 
This measure provides for the extension of the tuberculin test 
and should receive hearty support. 

Protection from Disease. Aside from the routine work there 
were two outbreaks of typhoid in districts from which milk 
and cream are distributed in Brookline. In handling these 
situations no chances were taken. A milk supply in Western 
Massachusetts was trucked to the main railroad line and 
shipped as baggage to insure segregation from certain Ver- 
mont supplies under suspicion. As an aftermath of the 
typhoid outbreak in Montreal, a portion of a cream supply 
from the Province of Quebec was permanently excluded 
after checking up suspected typhoid carriers. Following the 
report of a child having typhoid on a nearby dairy, the milk 
was immediately excluded and the State Department of 
Health notified. The patient was, after a delay, hospitalized 
and the premises disinfected, but an adult relative living on the 
farm was strongly suspected of being a typhoid carrier because 
of a suspicious Widal reaction from a specimen of blood. Al- 
though the suspect left the farm the state officials were refused 
further diagnostic specimens. To assist in determining the 
status of the case and to eliminate possible danger by the 
return of the suspect, the exclusion of the milk was continued 
until her final removal to another state, the officials of which 
were notified. There were six cases of scarlet fever on dairy 
farms and four of these supplies were excluded until condi- 
tions were again safe. Seven additional dairy supplies 
were temporarily excluded, seven milk handlers quarantined, 
and five medical examinations obtained in connection 
with other cases of infectious diseases among persons having 
contact with the milk supply. Three samples of milk con- 
taining excessive pus resulted in the destruction of four ani- 
mals and the isolation of others by the Inspector of Animals. 

Transportation. Through intercessions with transportation 
officials and dealers four changes in schedules were effected, 
five supplies were transferred to truck shipments to the main 
line and three were re-routed in order that certain supplies 
might not be delayed in distribution. The elimination of cer- 
tain unsanitary practices and better icing have also been ob- 
tained. Emergencies caused by the flood were responsible 
for several permanent economic changes in transportation 
methods. 

Licenses and Permits. Six dealers and nine storekeepers 
were refused milk licenses and two dealers were refused cream 
licenses because of failure to meet local requirements. Licenses 
and permits have been issued for four new supplies of milk and 
two of cream. Fourteen Grade A permits were refused and 
nine revoked after inspection showed that the law was being 
violated. The balance of the revocations and refusals tabu- 
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lated apply to market milk and are additional to rejections 
and exclusions recorded under dairies. 


Food Drugs, Etc. 


Laboratory Work. The need for a more suitable location 
for the milk and food laboratory is extremely urgent. Because 
it is impossible to have the air dry at all times, some of the 
apparatus which is extremely sensitive, is seriously affected and 
repairs necessary for preservation and accuracy are constant, 
and expensive. Under the artificial light it is impossible to 
make colorimetric analyses necessary on liquid foods. The 
basement room is unhealthy for the chemist and it contains 
two air stacks which carry noxious odors to the School De- 
partment and other parts of the Hall. The analyses of twelve 
samples of foods following fires at food shops showed them to 
contain sulphuric acid or metallic oxides in dangerous amounts. 
As a result four tons of flour, twelve hundred pounds of lard, 
nine hundred pounds of sugar, twenty-four cases of raisins, 
four kegs of pie fillings, one hundred seventy-two cans of 
foods, twenty gallons of cotton seed oil, seventy packages 
of cereals, twenty-two gallons of preserved cherries and two 
hundred twenty-five pounds of miscellaneous foodstuffs were 
condemned for food. The balance of the condemnations 
was largely of foodstuffs requiring no analysis to determine 
edibility. Nine samples of beverages and four of miscellaneous 
foods contained preservatives not specified on the labels, 
while one of molasses was putrified. The deleterious preserva- 
tives found in foods were not in excessive amounts and cor- 
rections were effected without seizure. Four samples of foods 
and six of drugs were below the’ required United States 
Pharmacopoeia standard in primary constituents and they 
were immediately brought up to the standard by the manu- 
facturers. 


Inspected. The tabulations under this designation were 
such perishable raw foodstuffs as required no analysis to 
determine their quality for food. Considerable difficulty was 
experienced in enforcing the law relative to the sale of kosher 
meats. The case of a dealer whose windows bore Hebrew 
characters slightly different from those meaning kosher, 
was taken before a judge of the Court on a preliminary hearing. 
The ruling made resulted in the removal of deceptive signs 
from five meat shops and in issuing an order that if kosher 
meat is advertised it must be kept in stock at all times. More 
frequent inspections of meat will therefore be necessary. 
The following condemnations are reported separately for 
statistical purposes: forty-eight pounds fresh beef, eighteen 
pounds salt beef, forty pounds beef shin, ten pounds turkey, 
sixteen pounds sausage, and eighty-five pounds liver. 
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Fire Damaged Goods. Owing to a fire in a large bakery, 
more than eight tons of foodstuffs contaminated by fire 
chemicals were seized, following which it was necessary to 
seize the entire contents of the bakery and post notices 
because of an attempt to remove it by unauthorized persons. 
This was done under authority of Section 146, Chapter 94, 
G. L., after conferring with the Town Counsel and arranging 
with the Police Department to guard the premises. Those 
foodstuffs dangerously contaminated were immediately de- 
stroyed. After the insurance adjustments had been made the 
owner of the equity was required to make a cash deposit with 
the Town Treasurer from which the cost of salvaging and 
destroying were paid and the balance returned. The use of 
fire chemicals in food shops has proven so dangerous to 
public health on several! occasions that it would seem advisable 
to discontinue the procedure in such places. 


Store Inspections. In the survey made early in the year by 
Professors C. E. A. Winslow and I. V. Hiscock, the rating for 
food inspection was materially cut because there were too few 
inspections in comparison with the number of food establish- 
ments. Consequently many more store inspections have been 
made. Notwithstanding this, there was very little increase in 
the number of premises found needing correction. The 
majority of corrections effected were at establishments in 
which food was served or manufactured. The adoption of the 
score card for victualers’ places has been deferred until 
March because of insufficient funds. 


Hearings. Nine hearings were given for violations of the 
bakery, food, and drug laws as required by the statutes, all 
resulting in compliance therewith; sixteen were to applicants 
for milk and common victualers’ licenses, nine of which were 
refused approval; three were to proprietors of milk and food 
plants following condemnations; while the remaining six 
hearings covered miscellaneous violations of the law, as a 
result of which two establishments were closed and the others 
made the necessary corrections. 


Miscellaneous. Investigations into causes of foam and its 
relation to the bacterial content of pasteurized milk and the 
efficiency of new types of valves for pasteurizing and holding 
vats have been made. Data has been furnished to various 
milk and food control agencies, producers and distributors, 
and such further co-operation extended as time and funds 
would permit.

The annual inspection was made at the request of the 
Director of Animal Industry for Massachusetts. This inspec- 
tion included a physical examination of all domestic animals 
as well as the premises and buildings where they were stabled. 

All animals were found to be in a healthy condition. There 
were two instances where the premises were found to be 
unsanitary, but were later corrected. 


Contagious and Infectious Disease 


Rabies has increased quite materially during the past year. 
Twenty-one dogs suffered from it, which either died or were 
destroyed. Five cows and two donkeys were also affected by it. 


This decided increase during the past year is due to increase 
of the disease in the eastern part of the State, and can only be 
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controlled by the proper and efficient restraining of all dogs, 
whether vaccinated or not, for a period of at least three 
months. 


Dairies and Creameries 


At the request of Mr. Ward, Agent for Milk and Food, a 
great deal of assistance was given to his department on 
inspection of dairies and creameries. This included inspection 
of the Grade A Dairies in New Hampshire and Vermont. 
These dairies are nearly all under Federal control, and with 
the exception of a few are practically free from tuberculosis. 

The Certified Dairies were inspected and with the exception 
of one, were found in very good condition. 

The Vermont dairies were very carefully inspected, and a 
number of them were permanently cut off, due to the fact 
that the producer, in many instances, was unable to take 
proper care of his milk or cream. Many corrections were 
made, however, which will insure the proper handling of their 
products. It was very gratifying to find that nearly all 
of their herds were free from tuberculosis, being under Federal 
supervision. The creameries inspected were _ principally 
in Maine and New Hampshire. These were inspected during 
the time of year when milk and cream require special care in 
handling and storing. Many unsanitary conditions were found 
and corrected. 


Meat Inspection 


Upon inspection, at the request of Mr. Ward, I found two 
chickens and two lots of meat, which were unfit for food and 
were therefore condemned and destroyed.

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REPORT OF DIVISION OF FLY AND 
MOSQUITO CONTROL 


Brookline, Mass., January 12, 1928. 


To the Board of Health, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit my 27th annual 
report of the Division of Fly and Mosquito Control. We 
include in our work, as far as our appropriation will permit, 
all insects which are known to be “‘carriers’’ of infectious 
diseases and a menace to the Public Health. 

Biting insects like mosquitoes, gnats, flies, lice, fleas and 
bugs, which puncture the skin and suck the blood of men 
and animals, are a menace to the health of men and animals. 
They wound the victims of their attack and into these wounds 
they introduce virulent bacteria, parasites or viruses which 
may cause serious illness and even death. 

The biting and blood sucking habit is sufficient reason 
to condemn these insects as dangerous to the Public Health, 
if they breed in considerable numbers in any community. The 
mosquito that wounds may kill. 

The non-biting flies and other household vermin distribute 
to our foods, dung and other filth, laden with germs of diseases 
like tuberculosis, typhoid, and dysentery. That fly that 
trails over your hands, your milk bottle or your bread may be 
your DOOM FLY. 

Therefore, it is the duty of governments to intervene and 
control these insects with all resources available and protect 
the Public Health. 


Mosquito Control 


Brookline is in the endemic malarial part of Massachusetts. 
The control of all species of mosquitoes is distinctly one of 
disease prevention and of supreme Public Health interest. 
May I suggest that it should be considered one of the measures 
of Public Health preparedness. 

Rainfall. The precipitation of rain from April 1 to October 
1 was 21.51 inches. (U. S. W. B.) The normal rainfall. is 
20.61 inches for this period. 

Sanitary Inspection. The Division made 86,547 inspections 
of about 5,567 lots of land and 48,422 receptacles were found, 
of which 28,674 contained water. Our inspectors located 208 
breeding places of wrigglers. 
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Petrolizing. There were 35,100 applications of oil to more 
than 3,900 catch-basins. There were 19,301 inspections made 
of 1,842 pools and ditches and 280 sunken garbage cans hold- 
ing stagnant water. These pools were treated with oil when 
necessary. 

Fish Control. A lot of 2,000 top minnows, Gambusia 
affinis, was purchased and 12 pools were stocked. In a very few 
pools notable increases in fish were observed, in others the 
immediate decrease in the number of fish was startling and not 
easily accounted for. A few fish survived in each of these 
instances to keep these pools mosquito free. 

The Hall’s Pond Associates caused the weeds to be re- 
moved from a large part of the shores of Hall’s Pond; affording 
a better chance for the fish to eat the larvae breeding in the 
pond. Again, isolated breeding spots were located and the 
larvae destroyed. There was no evidence of the top minnows 
having survived the winter of 1926 to 1927 in the pools thought 
favorable for their protection. In the fall of 1927, anew stock 
of top minnows was distributed to the water tanks of the 
greenhouses of private estates. Gambusia affinis can be kept 
alive in the water tanks of heated greenhouses during the 
winter. 

Dumps. There were thirty-seven public and private dumping 
places reported and kept under watch. We urge the citizens 
to see to it that the refuse material from their premises shall 
not go to unsightly private dumps and contribute to the 
breeding of flies and mosquitoes. 

The large public dumping places are usually the sources of 
much fly and mosquito breeding. Receptacles which catch 
and hold water, and wastes which ferment and decompose con- 
tribute to the fly and mosquito problem. The solution of the 
problem is simple and obvious, if we wish to solve it. 

Ditch Maintenance. We have excavated and re-graded 
about 11,072 linear feet or about two miles of ditches in the 
southerly part of the town as follows:

We found that the streams and ditches needed cleaning and 
re-grading; owing to the obstructions caused by the falling in of 
the banks and vegetation which grew luxuriantly in the 
courses of the streams. The work will be found very effective 
in checking mosquito breeding in the areas drained by these 
streams and will permit the control of any breeding which may 
occur in the ditches. 

The Country Club undertook an extensive draining and 
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filling programme on its premises and completely abated a 
large malarial, mosquito breeding, pool. This was a splendid 
work of permanent value. 

The writer notes the rapid urban development of this rural 
section of the town, and therefore, recommends a continuance 
of the ditch maintenance programme during the coming year 
to complete the unfinished schedules planned for the southerly 
part of the town. The increase of taxable property in this 
location will warrant the expenditure of money on drainage. 

Results. We have discontinued, for lack of funds, the 
services of the inspectors needed to study and measure the 
results of our fly and mosquito control work. The results of 
the mosquito work for this year are comparable to results 
obtained in 1923 and 1924, when Brookline was surveyed and 
found to be 82 to 96 per cent mosquito free. 

No cases of malaria were reported for 1927. 


Fly Control 


Fly control is, definitely, a work of disease prevention. It 
is particularly an intervention in behalf of the health of our 
children. As adults we benefit also. 

The presence of flies points directly to an infectious disease 
threat and to the insanitary disposal of organic refuse from 
our homes, stores, stables or factories. The number of flies is a 
sanitary index of a community; the test of the efficiency of 
municipal sanitation. Flies indicate vegetable and animal 
refuse neglected for one week or more in the immediate 
neighborhood. 

Educational. We received from the United States Public 
Health Service large fly posters which we posted on all 
bulletin boards, privies and on the rear walls of buildings of 
stores and certain businesses where the employees could see 
them. Two articles appeared in the March and June numbers 
of the Board of Health Bulletin. 

A training school for our inspectors was continued this 
year. Talks were given on; role of insects in transmitting infec- 
tious diseases; fly and mosquito control; and Public Health 
sales methods. These talks and conferences were given to 
enable the inspectors, in their interviews with the citizens, 
to educate the public to assist in fly and mosquito control 
and proved of great value in our work. 

Sanitary Inspection. The fly and mosquito inspections 
were made jointly and have already been referred to under 
mosquito control. Of these, 19,668 were especially made to 
abate the fly nuisances. The objects of these inspections 
were: First, to educate the residents about the breeding of 
flies and mosquitoes: Second, to obtain data; third, to insure 
the prompt abatement of the fly and mosquito nuisances. 
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Stables and Manure. Our inspectors recorded 116 heaps of 
manure. Of these, 18 were found in gardens, 52 about stables 
and 46 about hen-sheds. We urge owners of fowl and animals 
to take particular care of the manure produced by their birds 
and animals especially from May 15 to September 15. We 
have large fly traps which may be borrowed for use during the 
fly season. Application may be made for them and they will 
be delivered to the home. 

Fly Breeding 1n Garbage. Our inspectors recorded 10,393 
fly breeding nuisances and violations of the Board of Health 
Regulations and the Town By-laws against 4,514 persons, 
in re the insanitary handling and storage of garbage. On 
December 31, 1927, all of these persons had abated the 
nuisances on their premises. 

Distributed all over the thickly settled portions of the 
town, we have at least one garbage can and frequently 
two to five, to every yard. These garbage cans are fly incuba- 
tors. From them myriads of flies of many species may hatch. 
What is the remedy? Each can should be scoured thoroughly, 
inside and out once a week, and the outer receptacle and earth 
about it should be sprayed with a fly repellant and larvacide 
several times a week. The necessity for greater cleanliness 
and care of the swill can will be shown by reference to the 
table of garbage nuisances which follows. Remember that a 
garbage deposit, even if slight, remaining in a can for a few 
days, means flies. Keep the can clean.

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Incinerators. Our inspectors recorded 85 incinerators. The 
introduction of the home and store refuse destructor is the 
result of a demand on the part of the public who are following 
advanced sanitary engineering advice and have discarded the 
obsolete insanitary method of refuse disposal. There are 
many types, some are gas fired, others require solid fuel. 
They should be of the odorless type. The Boston Consolidated 
Gas Co., conducted during the season two displays at their 
stores and combined much educational publicity on sanitation 
in their sales activities. They emphasize also, the solution 
of the fire hazard by the use of the incinerator. 

Grass, etc. ‘There were 580 persons reported for maintain- 
ing mixed heaps of grass cuttings, straw, hay, leaves, cloth, 
burlap, excelsior, paper and vegetable refuse. We recommend 
that this material be promptly dried and burned. 

Privies. There were ninety-five insanitary privies, mostly 
for workmen, reported by our inspectors. We emphasize 
again, that these devices are a constant menace to the health 
of the community wherever they are located. No encourage- 
ment should be given to any person to erect or maintain a 
privy of the old insanitary type within the limits of the town. 
There are durable ‘‘chemical closets’? on the market to be had 
at a moderate cost for temporary use. There is often a vigor- 
ous demand on the part of the workmen for more sanitary 
accommodations. We support this attitude. 

Summary. There was a total of 11,730 fly breeding nuis- 
ances reported to this office. The town was remarkably free 
from flies. The efficient work of our field forces in combating 
the fly nuisances should be commended. 

The writer wishes to especially acknowledge the valuable 
assistance and splendid co-operation given the Division of Fly 
and Mosquito Control in the work of the maintenance of 
ditches by Mr. Edward D. Brandegee and his Superintendent, 
Mr. Methves, in furnishing the services of a man and a tractor. 

The achievement reported here was made possible by the 
public spirited co-operation of the citizens and the excellent 
work of our field forces, all of which is gratefully acknowledged.

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REPORT OF THE SANITARY AGENT 


December 31, 1927, 


To the Board of Health, Breokline, Mass.: 


Genilemen:—I have the honor to submit the thirty-fifth 
annual report of the Sanitary Agent for the year ending 
December 31, 1927. 

All complaints of nuisances or other unhealthful conditions 
called to my attention during the past year, through your 
Honorable Board or otherwise have been promptly and 
carefully investigated, and where complaints were found to be 
justified, corrections have been requested and satisfactorily 
made. 

Complaints and nuisances to the number of 919 as com- 
pared with 873 in 1926 have been investigated during the year. 

The following summary shows the number and character 
of the nuisances and complaints investigated and corrected 
under the direction of your Board during the year.

In accordance with the usual practice a complete inspection 
was made in the Spring, of yards and cellars in the populous 
and business districts. Many of the premises were found to 
be littered with ashes, garbage and refuse, after the winter 
months. The conditions were promptly corrected after the 
owner’s attention was called to the conditions. 

During the year thirty-eight complaints were received of 
smoke nuisances. Of this number twenty-seven were from 
plants using oil as fuel and eleven from plants using soft coal. 

The oil burning plants seem to be the greatest offenders 
especially those plants using heavy petroleum oil. Forcing of 
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the fires or attempting to run the burner below capacity would 
appear to be the chief source of the resulting offensive smoke 
and odor emissions. 

The complaints from soft coal plants were caused mostly 
by overloading or careless firing. With proper attention 
giving to the firing the conditions were abated. 

All bakeries in the town were subjected to regular inspec- 
tions, throughout the year. In general, the conditions were 
found to be satisfactory, most of the defects noted being of a 
minor nature and the proprietor’s showed a willingness to 
co-operate and remedy the conditions complained of. 

The various barber shops have been periodically inspected. 
No serious lack of cleanliness or tidiness was noted. 

A great deal of time and attention was devoted to the con- 
stantly increasing work of rat suppression and extermination. 
The townspeople are becoming acquainted in greater numbers 
with the knowledge that the Health Department is ready and 
willing to attempt correction of this serious menace to the 
public health and consequently the calls for this service in- 
increased to 523. 

Workmen’s privies to the number of seventy-two were 
inspected. Of this number thirty-seven were abolished, 
twenty-one made fly tight, and thirty-two water closets were 
installed for the use of workmen. 

During the year the Board granted forty licenses to keep 
fowl, also nine permits to build and maintain leaching cess- 
pools.

REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Almshouse 


There have been no changes in the management of the 
Almshouse during the past year. Mrs. Mary B. Perkins has 
held the position of Matron and Warden as she has done for 
several years and has shown the same ability and efficiency as 
in the past. 

She has had an assistant, the man who filled the position 
for several years. He drives the automobile that is kept 
for the use of the Almshouse and the Contagious Hospital and 
also has charge of the garden where fruit and vegetables are 
raised and attends to the general outdoor work. 

During the year the whole number of persons cared for in 
the Almshouse was eighteen, twelve men and six women. Four 
of these were present for only a few days each. 

There are at present nine inmates at the Almshouse. Of 
the others, three men died in hospitals to which they were 
removed when they became seriously ill — one woman who 
was old and feeble died very suddenly at the Almshouse. 
Another woman who proved to be insane was removed to a 
hospital for the insane and is still being cared for there. The 
board of one of the present inmates is being paid by a relative. 

Electric refrigeration was installed in May at an expenditure 
of $1,097 and is giving excellent service. With this improve- 
ment our expense for refrigeration has averaged less than 
five dollars per month as against a former expense for.ice of 
three hundred dollars per annum. 

The inspector of Almshouses has made his annual visit and 
is well satisfied with conditions and administration. He 
has made no suggestions as to improvements and repairs. 

The expense of administration and upkeep is $9,497.78 a 
little greater than last year but is still well within the amount 
appropriated. It has been necessary to raise the pay of the 
assistants in the house. It is always difficult to fill these posi- 
tions but at present Mrs. Perkins has a satisfactory force of 
workers. 

The average daily attendance has been 10.18 and the cost 
per week for each inmate $17.85 a little more than last year. 
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Outdoor Relief 


The amount expended for outdoor relief for the past year is 
$13,104.67. Sixty-five families have been aided. In twenty- 
four cases there is a settlement in some other city or if there is 
no settlement the State is financially responsible and in either 
case the Town will receive reimbursement for the amount 
expended. 

Outdoor relief is furnished to some families in the form of 
cash, to others in food, and in a few cases both food and 
cash are provided and also medical attendance and supplies. 

During the last few weeks there have been many applica- 
tions for aid from families where the man is out of work and 
with the present difficulty in finding employment there is 
likely to be some increase in such demands in the remaining 
winter months. 


Children 


Nine children have been in the care of the Town during the 
year. Of these, four are boarded with relations in Brookline, 
one has been at the School for Crippled Children at Canton, 
three are in homes provided and supervised by the State. 


Early in the year we were relieved of the care of one boy 
by a change in his settlement so we finish the year with 
eight children in our care. 

The amount expended for the children during the year is 
$1,692.46 much less than last year and also much less than the 
appropriation. 


Chapter 118 General Laws 


Under this law aid has been furnished to twenty families; 
the whole amount expended is $12,364.70. Of these families, 
twelve have a settlement in other places or are State cases, 
but in every case even if there is a settlement in Brookline 
there is a considerable amount returned to us by other muni- 
cipalities or by the State. This year the reimbursements for 
this kind of expenditure amount to $4,156.57. 

The year closes with fifteen families who are receiving 
Mothers’ Aid. The five families for whom this kind of aid has 
been discontinued are either now able through increased 
earnings to take care of themselves or have been transferred 
‘to the department of Outdoor Relief. In two cases families 
have moved away from Brookline. There will, no doubt, be 
some new applications for this kind of assistance during the 
coming year. 
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Sick 


The number of those who have been cared for by the Town 
during the year on account of sickness only is nineteen, about 
the same as last year. Most of these are hospital cases and for 
some of them the expense has been larger, running up to a few 
hundred dollars for each but the aggregate of expense for this 
class is considerably less than it was last year. In addition to 
this expenditure for hospital care, many persons who have 
been helped in other ways also have received medical assistance 
in their own homes, through the attendance of a physician and 
the necessary medical supplies. There have been three deaths 
among those who have been cared for in hospitals. The 
amount expended for this class is $2,349.02 a sum much less 
than the amount appropriated. As in three of the long con- 
tinued hospital cases the patient has died since the last report 
was made, the expense for this class of dependents will prob- 
ably not be increased in the coming year.

Walnut Hills 


Nothing worthy of special mention has taken place con- 
cerning the grounds, the usual care being taken. The buildings 
generally are in good condition, needing only slight repairs. 


The appropriation of one thousand ($1,000) dollars for 
development work was satisfactorily used in the completion 
of the stone excavation in a range of lots bordering on the 
line of the new southeasterly extension to the cemetery. No 
appropriation for development work is deemed necessary 
this year as there are now in readiness for sale, a large number 
of lots of various sizes. 


The appropriation of one thousand ($1,000) dollars for resur- 
facing and grading the driveways was used entirely for surfac- 
ing done by a local contractor. The subgrading was done by 
the regular employees of the cemetery. 


Recommendations 


An appropriation of one thousand ($1,000) dollars to 
continue the work of surfacing the driveways in Walnut Hills 
Cemetery to fit same for automobile traffic, to be used under 
the direction of the Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery. 
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The usual annual appropriation of six hundred (#600) 
dollars for the care and maintenance of the old Brookline 
Cemetery on Walnut Street. | 

An appropriation of five hundred ($500) dollars for Land- 
scape Architect study for the development of the area adjoin- 
ing the cemetery purchased from the Bonelli-Adams Com- 
pany.

REPORT OF THE PARK 
COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Park Commissioners respectfully submits the 
following report of its operations for the year 1927, together 
with an estimate of expenditures for 1928. 

By Statute, all parks and playgrounds and by Article IX 
of the Town By-Laws, all public grounds in the town and all 
appropriations made therefor, are placed in charge of this 
Board. The total area under its care and control is 374.37 
acres or 8.5815 per cent of the entire town. For a detailed 
statement of this area, see pages, 370 ff. in the 219th Annual 
Town Report, to which should be added the new Pierce 
School Playground on School Street, containing about .98 
of an acre. 


Brookline Field 


The Grandstand-Field House was opened for use in time 
for the football season, to the great satisfaction of the players. 
Unfortunately the structure could not be completed for the 
amount of the appropriation, the bids being too high. The 
quarters for the visiting team, the public toilets and heating 
plant still remain to be installed and money therefor will be 
asked from the town. When completed the Board believes 
that the Field will be one of the finest in the country and will 
produce considerable revenue. Owing to non-completion until 
so late in the season, no revenue was received during 1927. 


Fences 


A concrete post-chain link fence adjoining the old Reservoir 
was erected and also concrete post wooden fences at the 
Cabot and Heath Schools, all by our own employees. 


Cypress Street Playground 


The disreputable bandstand on this area was razed and 
replaced by a portable bandstand built by our employees. 
This leaves the space occupied by the old stand free for 
playground use and the portable stand can be used wherever 
a band concert is desired. 
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Leverett Pond and Muddy Brook 


Conditions are constantly growing worse and the cost of 
remedying them increasing. 


Tennis 


The same eight courts as last year have been in constant 
use through an exceptionally long season. The receipts from 
them in 1927 amounted to $1,176.75. 


Skating Areas 


The same five areas as last year have been maintained. 


Putterham Playground 


As usual, considerable forestation has been done in this 
area and the sum of $402.00 received from the sale of wood. 


Pierce School Playground 


The town has acquired all but a small portion of this ground, 
and it is expected that the whole area will be ready for use in 
the spring. 


The Board has striven to keep all the area in its charge in 
acceptable condition. Again it takes this opportunity of 
publicly expressing its appreciation of the work of its Superin- 
tendent and other employees.

REPORT 


During 1927, 115 American elm trees and European linden 
trees were set out on the seven new streets opened up on the 
Blake Estate; namely, Blake Road, Hancock Road, Welland 
Road, Weybridge Road, Somerset Road, and Stanton Road. 


One hundred thirty trees were set out to replace those 
that were dead or had been injured. This was a larger 
number than usual. About the same number of requests for 
removal of trees was received and acted upon. 


On Beacon Street a great many additional shrubs were set 
out adjoining the Hoar Memorial. The expense was paid 
partly out of the Warren Tree Fund and partly by private 
subscription. 


The fall web worm appeared in abundance and was the most 
serious insect pest of the year. The Japanese moth was in 
evidence and the gypsy moth was found to be on the increase, 
while the leopard and brown tail moths and the elm leaf 
beetle were negligible factors. 


The maple trees, especially the rock maple, is affected by a 
yellow fungus, called gleosporum, which is increasing from 
year to year; no remedy for it has been found. 


A large gas main was installed by the Boston Gas Company 
on Boylston Street from Washington Street to the town line 
on the Newton border. It is hoped the beautiful red oaks 
all along this main thoroughfare were not injured thereby. 


The Committee need a substantial appropriation for pruning 
trees. In view of the increasing amount of traffic, it is 
essential that the roadside trees should be kept as free as 
possible from dead wood. If decayed wood is allowed to 
accumulate and we have high winds and storms there is an 
ever present danger of decayed limbs falling. They may 
cause electric wires and poles to fall across the highways. 


On April 18th, a fire of unknown origin swept over a part of 
the land of the Water Works Department at Dedham and 
destroyed 7,000 young pine trees. These have been replaced 
mostly with red pine transplants obtained from the State 
Forestry Department.

REPORT 


The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its fifty- 
second annual report, it being for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1927. 

As in former years, the reports of the superintendent of 
the works and the engineers of the pumping stations, with 
pumping statistics, are appended. 

At the town meeting held March 8, 1927, Mr. N. U. Walker 
was re-elected a member of the Board for three years. The 
Board organized with the choice of Nathaniel U. Walker as 
chairman, Z. R. Forbes was appointed registrar and clerk, 
and F. F. Forbes, superintendent. 

Approximately 5,400 feet of street mains were laid the past 
season, a greater portion of which being in lands under de- 
velopment in the south and west parts of the town. Owing 
to unfinished streets in the property in the vicinity of South 
and Grove Streets, the department was unable to complete 
certain of these extensions. The unexpended portion of the 
amount appropriated for this work has been included in the 
amount recommended for extensions the coming year. 

A fifty-four inch steel water main was laid by the Metro- 
politan District Commission through the town, crossing 
Boylston Street at the junction of Heath Street and Chestnut 
Hill Avenue. As both high and low service mains with con- 
nections and gates are located at the point of crossing, a 
number of changes in our system were necessary which re- 
quired much time and attention. All costs for these changes 
and others in line of this main were assumed by the Com- 
mission. 

Bids for a multi-stage turbine and pump of five and one- 
half million capacity to be installed at the low service pump- 
ing station were received and opened on April 15th. A total 
of six propositions were submitted, ranging from $5,754 to 
$9,225. After a thorough investigation, the lowest bid, that 
of the Turbine Equipment Company, was accepted as their 
proposition seemed best suited to our requirements. This 
machine has been delivered and erected; preliminary tests 
indicate that it can be operated much more economically 
than those formerly in service. 

The consumption during the summer months, which were 
exceptionally cool and rainy, was less than normal and it was 
therefore unnecessary to take any water from the Metropolitan 
system. Chemical analyses of the water supply have been 
made from time to time throughout the year by the State 
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Board of Health, and bacterial analyses by the Brookline 
Board of Health. These analyses show the water to be of 
excellent quality and of the same high standard as that of 
previous years. 

The driven well system has been inspected and such wells 
as were out of order have been repaired. High water the 
latter part of the season prevented the completion of this 
work, but enough was accomplished to increase materially 
the yield. This work should be continued the coming year 
as our supply, coming as it does from under-ground sources, 
is free from surface pollution and should be maintained to 
its fullest capacity as long as possible. 

The recommendation of the Superintendent to relay the 
six-inch main in Babcock Street with one of larger size is 
approved. This work is a part of the general plan of re- 
enforcing the water supply of districts where a large number 
of buildings have been erected and should be continued, as 
stated in previous reports, as required by sectional develop- 
ments. Relaying the main in Dummer Street and laying a 
new main in Brookline Avenue, for reasons stated in the 
report of the Superintendent, to which attention is called, is 
also approved.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1927. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen: —I1 respectfully submit the fifty-first annual 
report of the Superintendent of the Water Works for the year 
ending December 31, 1927. 

A brief summary of the more important work for ne year 
just past is as follows: 

Street mains were laid in fifteen different streets —a total 
length of 5,404 feet. 

The twelve-inch main in South Street was alee from 
Newton Street to Grove Street to conform to the new lines 
and grades. The old main could not be removed as this 
main was the only one to supply this part of the town and 
consequently it was a total loss. A six-inch main was laid 
in Robert Street to replace the two-inch main. 

Mains were not laid in all the streets on Walnut Hill for 
which estimates were made for the following reason. Three 
of the streets. were not properly graded and the sewers in 
parts of the other streets were not finished until the ground 
was frozen. It is expected to finish this work in the spring. 

The rebuilding of the bridges on Washington Street and 
Sumner Road made it necessary to change the mains crossing 
these bridges. 

Two hundred and thirteen (213) service pipes were laid — 
a larger number than for any one year since 1917 with one 
exception. 

Three six-inch fire supplies were laid to garages. 

Twenty-five gates were placed on old hydrants to allow the 
hydrants to be shut off in case they were accidently broken. 

The High Service stand-pipe on Singletree Hill was painted 
inside and outside last August. A careful examination was 
made of this standpipe after it had been thoroughly cleaned 
and very little deterioration was found. This stand-pipe 
has been in constant use for forty-three years. 

The larger part of the driven wells were freed of the sand 
which collects at the bottom and three were renewed: The in- 
crease in the flow was very noticeable. High water in Charles 
River made it impracticable to continue this work, but it is 
expected to finish the well-cleaning the coming season. 

The filter continues to give excellent results — removing 
all the manganese and most of the iron. One filter bed was 
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practically resanded. Three more should be resanded the 
coming season. More room is needed to store the sand, and 
it is proposed to build an additional sand court. It is found 
that it is much harder to clean the manganese from the sand 
grains than it is the iron. It adheres to the sand grains 
almost like tar, which it resembles very much, and requires 
at least four times as much washing as the sand taken from 
such filters as those of Springfield, Mass. Studies have been 
made looking towards a cheaper way to wash and handle 
the sand. The plan in view, briefly stated, would require 
a small electrically driven pump to take water from the sedi- 
mentation basin and deliver it at 125 to 130 pounds pressure; 
and piping the filter for carrying the sand to the washer and 
returning it to the filter. Great improvements have been 
made for washing and handling sand since the Brookline 
filters were constructed. 

The consumption of water was only nine million gallons 
more than for the previous year —an unusually small in- 
crease. The frequent rains at the time of year when hose is 
usually in general use accounts for the small consumption. 

The new turbine has been installed at the low service 
pumping station, and is much more economical in operation 
than the old ones, but to date some minor changes are to 
be made, and until these are completed the machine will not 
be accepted. In all other respects the machine seems to. be 
perfectly satisfactory. 


New Work 


It seems desirable to relay the six-inch main in Babcock 
Street from Harvard Street a distance of 2,200 feet, with a 
twelve-inch main. This part of the town is now thickly 
settled and needs a better fire protection. The present main 
was laid a great many years ago when there were only five 
houses on the street. 

A six-inch pipe should be laid on the easterly side of Brook- 
line Avenue close to the sidewalk, from Washington Street 
to the Parkway, as a permanent pavement is to be put down 
the coming year. Between the present main and the houses 
on the easterly side of the street, there are two car tracks and 
two large Metropolitan water mains. The street is largely 
a fill overlaying marsh, which has a very corrosive action on 
service pipes. Leaks in such a situation are to be expected, 
and the cost of repair would be large. 

The main in Dummer Street from Amory Street toward 
St. Paul Street must be relaid as it has settled with the street 
two or more feet. 

It is planned to put at least fifty gates on old hydrants to 
prevent the shutting down of the mains in case the hydrants 
are broken. ;

Gentlemen: —I have the honor to present the fifty-first 
annual report of the Engineer for the year ending December 
31953927: 

The amount of water pumped during 1927 was 1,546,970,012 
gallons: 9,368,394 gallons more than last year and the con- 
sumption of coal for all purposes, pumping, heating, lighting, 
etc., was 4,859,400 Ibs., an increase of 412,900 lbs., more 
than last year. The “Station Duty” is not so good as last 
year. 

The rainfall was 37.37 inches: .59 inches less than last 
year. The maximum precipitation was 8.30 inches in August, 
and the minimum, 1.22 inches in March. 


Boilers 


The boilers are in good condition and have been regularly 
inspected by the Hartford Boiler Inspection and Insurance 
Company. 


Turbines 


One of the four million turbines has been taken out and 
replaced by a new five and one-half million turbine. 
All the turbines are in good running order. 


Engines 
The pumping engines are in good condition.

The Trustees of the Public Library of Brookline present 
herewith their seventy-first annual report, covering the 
condition and conduct of the affairs of the Library for the 
year 1927. 

At the annual meeting of the Board in March Arthur L. 
Endicott was elected chairman, Walter L. Humphreys secre- 
tary, and it was voted to discontinue the office of treasurer, 
transferring the various funds consisting of bequests to the 
Town Treasurer. The Library Committee was reorganized, 
Thomas M. Devlin taking the place of Rev. Abbot Peterson, 
other members Arthur L. Endicott, Arthur B. Denny, and Mrs. 
Philip S. Parker, and a plan was adopted for a rotation of 
membership. 

The year has been one of progress and development, when 
hopes and plans for expansion in the housing of the branches 
have been realized. The Chestnut Hill Branch Library has 
been erected in conjunction with the George S. Baldwin School 
on land owned by the Town on Heath Street, according to 
the plans of Kilham, Hopkins & Greeley. It was described in 
the report of last year. The general contract was awarded to 
Frankini Bros., Inc., in February, and the building was ready 
for use in September. It is attractive, practical, and artistic, 
and is drawing a larger and more varied group of borrowers. 
An appropriation for a deposit station at Washington Square 
was included in the budget and the station was opened in the 
shop of Mrs. Warren on April 7. The circulation has increased 
steadily and is justifying the expense. Early in the summer 
offers were made for the property on Harvard Street occupied 
by the Coolidge Corner Branch, which seemed to demand the 
attention of the Board. It was voted to consider moving to 
the Stearns House on Pleasant Street, next Pelham Hall, 
if a lot suitable for a new building at some future time could be 
purchased, and the present house altered to provide larger 
and more suitable accommodations, including a Children’s 
Room. The proposition was finally brought before the 
Town at a Special Meeting on November 8, and the transfer 
approved. The Harvard Street house and lot (16,409 square 
feet) purchased in 1915 for $17,500 and altered for $6,500, 
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was sold for $85,000 and the land (approximately 30,786 
square feet) and building on Pleasant Street purchased for 
$57,156, and an appropriation of $20,000 made for recon- 
struction. Plans for this work by Kilham, Hopkins & Greeley 
have been accepted. It is confidently expected that the public 
will gain by the change, the site being more accessible for the 
residents of that side of the Town generally, and a building 
provided where quiet and space necessary for the atmosphere 
of a library can be obtained. 

The problem of housing being happily settled for some time 
to come the pressing need for more books for circulation is 
uppermost. The demand for non-fiction steadily increases 
and it is difficult with the present appropriation to keep the 
- public supplied, without much waiting on their part, patient 
or otherwise. 

It is a pleasure to thank fellow townspeople for remembering 
the Library by various gifts, too many to mention here. 
Among these are a framed photograph of the late Chairman, 
Henry W. Lamb, presented by Miss Lamb, and two interest- 
ing paintings of the home of Thomas Lee, later part of the 
Sargent Estate, given by Miss Frances R. Morse. The 
Board of Selectmen have deposited ten pictures from the 
bequest of Desmond FitzGerald, which are to be hung in the 
Library.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Brookline, January 1, 1928. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


Gentlemen:—My twenty-sixth report, the seventy-first in 
the life of the Public Library, is herewith submitted. 


The following outline of some of the year’s activities when 
taken with the fuller tables at the end of this report shows in 
compact form what has been accomplished by the library and 
its branches. 


The Library was open 82 hours each week for 10 months and 63 hours 
for two months. Coolidge Corner Branch, 72 hours for 10 months and 63 
hours for two months. 

The library and its branches issued 374,608 books for home use in 1927, 
as compared with 338,627 in 1926, a gain of about 10 per cent. 

It circulated also 9,636 pictures. 

It circulated 8.32 books per capita of population. (Population about . 
45,000). 

It sent books and pictures to 142 school rooms. 

It issued 3,390 new cards, making a total of 14,112 registered borrowers. 

It added 6,556 books to its collection, making a total book stock of 
124,239 in the Library and branches. 

It answered hundreds of reference questions at the main library and 
branches and by telephone. 


The increase in home use of books, 35,981 volumes, is by far 
the largest ever shown since the library was established, and is 
noteworthy because it has occurred in a year when the Chest- 
nut Hill branch was closed for over four months, and when 
the figures of school circulation have been lessened by a change 
in method of counting. The circulation per capita is also our 
largest on record, 8.32. It is perhaps futile to try to account 
for the vagaries in the circulation but the Librarian believes 
that several causes which have contributed to this increase 
should receive mention,—excellent publicity in the local paper 
and in our own bulletins, the work of the assistant librarian, 
splendid work in systematizing and increasing the circulation 
of books to the grade schools by Miss Wetherell, and a new 
deposit station at Washington Square started in April. 


The old type of bulletins issued three times a year was 
discontinued in March, 1927, and a single leaflet form was 
adopted to be issued every month except July and August. 
The plan of the new bulletin is distinctly more popular than 
the old, and contains news notes in addition to lists of new 
books. Its general style as regards printing and paper is 
frankly copied (with acknowledgment) from the _ bulletin 
of the Public Library of the District of Columbia. The new 
bulletin seems to make a much more general appeal to readers, 
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and its frequent appearance provides a prompt notice of new 
books bought. 

The most far-reaching change in the arrangement of books 
in the library has been made during 1927 in order to gather 
together the collection of books on the fine arts in one room. 
The small room adjoining the Loan Department, until this 
year used for books on technology and science, has been 
equipped with cupboards for the more valuable art books 
formerly in the stack. Biography has been removed from the 
Book Room to Gardner Hall to make way for technology and 
science, and many duplicate bound magazines formerly in 
Gardner Hall have been disposed of. The change has pro- 
vided for the first time a well lighted, adequate place where 
the books on the fine arts can be consulted, and it has pro- 
vided a more attractive collection of books for the many 
readers in Gardner Hall. 

The Librarian would call attention especially to the work 
done by Miss Davis, the assistant-librarian, in training the 
younger members of the staff, in encouraging all members to 
take general and technical courses of study and perhaps 
best of all, in stimulating the reading of good books among 
the staff. It is an obvious truth that a staff that reads is pre- 
pared to give better service to the public than one that does 
not. The opportunity to help readers in their choice of books 
is constant, and not confined to the more experienced assist- 
ants. To stimulate girls who have just left college to make 
the most of their exceptional opportunities in the service of a 
public library is likely to prove of more lasting benefit to them 
than they perhaps appreciate at the time. To the library 
the education of the Staff is of incalculable value. 

Regular lessons have been given to the younger assistants 
usually once in two weeks. These lessons are to help in the 
intelligent use of this library, its catalogue, classification, 
special collections and reference books, — and some time is 
also given to reports on new books. 

An experiment is being made in having staff meetings once a 
week through the busiest season, with at least part of the 
programme in charge of different members of the staff. 
Heads of departments have been called upon to explain their 
work, and reports on books read have been an important 
feature of the plan. 

During the winter season of 1926-27 nine members of the 
staff took eleven courses on various subjects of which five were 
in library technique. In addition five of the staff attended 
courses not requiring preparation or examination. During 
the summer Miss Wetherell and Miss Towle took the course 
in children’s work in the Simmons Summer School. During 
the autumn of 1927 three assistants have taken a course in 
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reference work. In all cases where the subjects were library 
subjects, some time was allowed by the Library. 


Resignations from the Staff have been as follows: Miss 
Whittemore, head cataloguer, February 1; Miss Hinckley, 
assistant at Coolidge Corner, May 1; Miss Louise Lucas, 
July 1; Miss Elizabeth Merrill, November 1. Miss Whitte- 
more, an exceptionally able organizer and cataloguer, has 
given up library work for the present; Miss Lucas left to 
accept the position of Librarian of the Fogg Art Museum to the 
great regret of the staff. She had served the library since 1921 
in the capacity of assistant, head of the Loan Department, 
and head cataloguer, with competence, fidelity and good 
temper rarely equalled. Miss Hinckley and Miss Merrill had 
each served the library about five years with efficiency and 
that quality of dependablility so much prized by employers. 
Miss Merrill left to accept a better position, Miss Hinckley 
to be married. 


The position of head cataloguer has been successfully filled 
by Miss Ruth Eleanor Brown, a graduate of the School of 
Library Service at Columbia. Miss Dorothy Thompson of 
our staff was promoted in February to be head of the Loan 
Department, and has more than justified our confidence in 
her ability. Miss Katherine Skinner has been promoted 
to the position of assistant cataloguer and deserves especial 
commendation for her good work in the summer when for 
three months she was in charge of the work of the department. 
Miss Ethel M. Strong, Miss Abbie H. Metcalf, and Miss 
Elizabeth Sutherland have been appointed to take the places in 
_ the Loan Department left vacant by promotions. 


The Librarian and the staff have been present at many 
library meetings, localand national. The Library has enter- 
tained two small library groups during the year, the Charles 
River Library Club, and the Norfolk County Group of Libra- 
riés. 


Children’s Department 


The work of this department has shown an unusual in- 
crease in 1927. The total circulation of books to children was 
106,480 in 1926, and, 128,058 in 1927. This includes not only 
the books borrowed from the Children’s Rooms of the main 
library and its branches, but also the steadily rising number of 
books circulated through the grade schools. A change has 
been made in our method of counting school circulation, 
beginning with September, 1927. To avoid duplication, 
the count is made when books are returned from the schools. 
Where a book has been used only in the school room it counts 
as one issue, otherwise we use the teacher’s record of books 
lent to pupils as our count. Since some teachers fail to send 
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us an exact record, our figures are possibly less than the 
whole truth, but they are as exact as we can make them. 
That the public, private, and parochial schools have made 
increasing use of the service offered them is shown by these 
figures: 

In 1926 11,581 books were sent to 120 schools. 

In 1927 15,204 books were sent to 142 school rooms, an 
increase in one year of 3,623 volumes. 

The Children’s Rooms at the main library are now open 
in the evening for children in the seventh grade and over. 
One special object is to relieve the adult Reference Depart- 
ment of some of the work with High School freshmen. In 
order that the rooms may be kept as quiet as possible for those 
who really wish to use them, every one is required to show his 
library card on entering. The new “project methods’’ of 
teaching in the schools have greatly increased the reference 
work with children. The Children’s Department has prepared 
three lists during the year: ‘“‘What shall we read?” for children 
from ten to twelve; ‘‘Picture books and stories for little 
children”’; and ‘‘Children’s Books for Christmas,” a reprint 
of our annual Christmas article for the Chronicle. No small 
part of the work of the staff of the Children’s Department 
is the reading of all books before purchase, not only to ensure 
wise selection of books, but to prepare for the advising of 
teachers and parents, and the constant helping of boys and 
girls in their choice of books. Weekly story hours, exhibits, 
talks on the use of the library to the seventh and eighth 
grades, and a “Travel Club” during the summer have all 
helped to encourage the priceless habit of knowing and 
reading good books. 


High School Library 


The High School Library under Mrs. Siebens steadily in- 
creases its reference work, the teaching of the use of the 
library to all classes, and the circulation of the carefully 
chosen books which make up its collection of 3,597 volumes. 
12,137 books were issued this year, against 11,520 in 1926. 
This year all Freshmen were invited to come to the Library in 
classes during the first two weeks of the school, in order to 
learn about the use of the Library, and to browse about 
the Library and choose a book to read. One period each week, 
Mrs. Siebens has a ‘‘Reading Circle’’ when she reads aloud toa 
group of twenty-five, and the limited number of admission slips 
are much in demand. 


Coolidge Corner Branch 


The year at Coolidge Corner shows 112,465 books issued 
against 105,443 in 1926, a gain of 7,022. 
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The prospect of more liberal quarters in the near future 
is welcome. The new Branch on Pleasant Street will have 
many advantages over the present one, a relatively quiet 
street, with no car tracks and less trucking, almost twice the 
area in our own grounds to keep us from being too near 
neighboring buildings, and most important of all, about 75 
per cent more floor space on the main floor than at at our 
present branch on Harvard Street. The house is to be altered 
with large probable future growth of the branch in view. 
The first floor is to be completely prepared for immediate use, 
the second story to be made partly ready for future growth, 
leaving certain details of finish to be determined when the 
growth of the branch shall have shown the especial use to 
which these rooms are to be put. The front entrance to the 
Branch will lead directly into the main reading room with the 
Loan Desk near the entrance. At the left this room reaches 
to the extreme rear of the house, while at the right, half way 
back is the entrance to the Children’s Department, which is 
to be extended by the addition of what is now a large piazza 
at the southwest corner of the house. Upstairs two small 
rooms are to be used for the staff and for book repairing, but 
the chief part of the second story will be reserved for the future 
use of the public. Altogether both public and staff may look 
forward to greatly improved conditions. 


Chestnut Hill Branch 


The year’s circulation at the Chestnut Hill Branch was 
13,533 as compared with 14,029 in 1926, a fair showing when 
one considers that the branch was closed from May 1 to Sep- 
tember 12. In the four months’ interval 1,088 books were 
issued by means of a book automobile sent to Chestnut Hill 
once a week, where the books were exchanged by the side of 
the road, with the help of a stone wall for a table. The new 
library quarters in the school building erected by the town are 
most satisfactory, and have been occupied since September 
12, when school and library opened at the same time. 


Sewall Reading Room 


Our little branch in the Sewall School House, in charge of 
Mr. Herman Fisher, has issued 5,463 books against 5,137 
last year. Asa reading room it has perhaps been more satis- 
factory than ever before. 


Washington Square Deposit Station 


In April the Library opened a deposit station in a small 
shop kept by Mrs. M. M. Warren at 1631 Beacon Street. 
A small collection of books is kept there for circulation. 
Borrowers may also send for books from the main library. 
5,517 books have been lent from this station since April 7 
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when it was started. The location is an excellent one, being 
in the midst of a populous shopping centre and at the junction 
of two main thoroughfares. 

A change in library hours at the main library and at Coolidge 
Corner was made last summer. During July and August 
it has been the custom to close at 6 o’clock, except on Wednes- 
days and Saturdays. The main library has been open on 
Sundays in summer from 2 to 6. It was decided to close 
entirely on Sundays in July and August, and to add Monday 
to the “open” evenings. The gain in circulation resulting 
from this change was 1,912 books in two months which seems 
to prove that it was satisfactory to the reading public. 

The Lecture Room has been very little used during the year, 
but there has been constant use of the less formal rooms for 
various purposes. The Library has served since 1913 as 
headquarters and meeting place for the Brookline Bird Club, 
an organization of more than purely local membership. It 
provides headquarters for Mrs. Joyce, the visiting teacher of 
the school department, whose work is with the backward 
children of the public schools, and who is most grateful for a 
quiet corner where she can receive her charges. Troop 15 of 
the Boy Scouts have had many meetings in our East Base- 
ment room and have applied for permission to make the 
Library their headquarters and to have a desk in that room. 
The Aero Club of the Brookline High School has had regular 
meetings in the East Basement and the Council of Girl 
Scouts has met every month in one of our study rooms.

REPORT 


The School Committee respectfully submits to the town 
the following report for the year ended December 31, 1927: 


On Monday, March 14th, 1927, the Committee organized 
as follows:

By vote of the Board the Chairman is a member of each 
standing committee. 

With much satisfaction, the Committee opened, on Sep- 
tember 12th, 1927, for the use of Chestnut Hill children, the 
George S. Baldwin School building. The building provides 
jointly for school and library purposes. The school section 
consists of a kindergarten, three class rooms, grades I, II, ITI, 
and a playroom, as nearly ideally appointed as seems possible. 

To relieve crowded conditions at the Lincoln School, two 
rooms, a kindergarten and a III grade, were opened in the 
Winthrop Building which for several years has not been 
used for school purposes. During the summer months the 
first floor of the building was thoroughly renovated and 
changes in the systems of heating and lighting were made to 
meet present needs. 

Early in the current school year the Sub-committee on 
Buildings undertook a careful study of a building program 
for the immediate future, and at this writing architects are 
drawing plans for an addition to the Michael Driscoll School 
and the alteration of two rooms on the second story of the 
Manual Training Building, the latter for the use of High 
School students. 

A request made in January, 1926, by the Brookline Teachers’ 
Club, for a revision of the salary schedule has been given long 
and careful consideration by the Board in its desire to provide 
adequately for the teaching staff without laying upon the 
town too great a burden at this time. As a result, on No- 
vember 21, 1927, it was 
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Voted—that, subject to the appropriation at the Annual 
Town Meeting in March of the necessary funds to support 
the schedule, the following schedule shall go into effect as of

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


I have the honor to submit my report on the Schools of 
Brookline for the year 1927. Statistical data bearing upon 
conditions will appear at the close of the report. The body 
of the report is devoted to matters of special importance. 


Salaries 


In the year 1920, when the salary schedule that has been in 
existence for seven years was adopted, few communities had 
made serious and definite decisions upon the question of 
salaries. In spite of the advances made in many communities 
in New England shortly thereafter, most of the classes in- 
volved in the Brookline schedule compared very favorably 
with corresponding classes in our area. As years have 
passed, however, the early advantage of the Brookline teachers 
as to salary has become less marked, and in several cases 
disappeared. For almost two years the salary question has 
been under careful study, and the co-operation of representa- 
tives of the administrative and instructional staff enlisted. 

The result of careful deliberation and also of conferences 
with a committee of the Teachers’ Club appears in the Salary 
Schedule of 1928, which is presented in the preceding pages. 
In determining upon the schedule the Committee considered 
salary statistics from all parts of the country and compared 
different salary zones, for it appeared that schedules in general 
vary with the large municipalities whose scale determines 
the salaries with which neighboring communities must compete 
if they are to retain their teachers. Except for one or two 
communities very close to New York City, New England 
comprises a zone by itself, influenced practically by the 
salaries of the City of Boston. 

To attract and retain the most efficient teaching force is 
the underlying purpose in determining a salary schedule. In 
Brookline, as in a few other exceptional communities, no 
teacher is regularly employed without three years of successful 
experience. The selection of the best among the several so 
qualified by experience means superior instruction and 
explains the reputation of our public schools. The maxima 
in any schedule should be such that desirable teachers can 
very rarely be attracted from a community. The adequacy 
of the maximum must regard the conditions necessary not 
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only for living, but also for provision for age and illness, and 
for such cultural opportunities as will enable teachers to 
Baa constantly richer contributions to the lives of their 
pupils. 

The new schedule provides that those teachers who are at 
present on maximum and who have also taught in 
Brookline for twenty-five years shall be placed upon the 
new maximum, April 1, 1928; that all others who are on 
maximum but have taught less than twenty-five years in 
Brookline, shall be advanced one step—one hundred dollars— 
toward the new maximum, April 1, 1928. It also provides 
that certain teachers now in the High School, having pre- 
viously had extended and advanced experience in the elemen- 
tary schools of the town, shall be raised three hundred and 
twenty-five dollars toward the new maximum, April 1, 1928. 

To carry out these provisions April 1, 1928, there will be 
needed for 1928 the sum of $17,305. Besides securing teachers 
of outstanding ability, enabling them to maintain the pro- 
fessional and cultural standards that we wish our Brookline 
pupils to have before them, the provisions of the schedule 
also have special regard for those teachers whose long service 
at a meagre salary has left but a comparatively short time to 
make reasonable provision for their financial future. 


School Accommodations 


The increasing need for school rooms is due to the steady 
growth of the school population. This increase had really 
been larger than is apparent, for the number of the Brookline 
children has been so great that non-resident pupils have had 
to be excluded from one school after another, until today, 
except for the High School, there is scarcely a school in Brook- 
line to which they are admitted. 

With this growth, too, has come an increase in the number 
of rooms needed, as two, three, and even four sections are 
necessary to take care of the enrollment of a single grade in 
some of the schools. Provision must be made not only to 
house adequately the number of pupils in a building but also 
to make possible the effective classification of them. Schools 
that have remained unused for a few years have to be re- 
opened, renovated, and refurnished to provide for new classes. 

Relief has come to the Heath School through the opening 
of the new George S. Baldwin School, and the pressure in 
the Lincoln School is met for the immediate future by the 
Winthrop School. By the year 1929, the Boylston School 
must be renovated to care for the Lincoln increase, and the 
Winthrop further equipped for an increase in the Lincoln and 
the Pierce Districts. Besides these incidental alterations 
definite steps must be taken to solve serious housing problems. 
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Building Program 

The imminent congestion in the Runkle-Driscoll District, 
the rapidly increasing influx into the Devotion District, the 
large mass of pupils in the High School, and the over-growth 
of certain classes in the Lawrence, with rooms lacking for 
new sections and with the general obsoleteness of this build- 
ing itself — were all stressed in the report of last year. 

With the decision, arrived at last May, not to adopt the 
Junior High School plan of organization, special attention 
has been given to solving the building problem on the existing 
8-4 basis. It is particularly desirable that the erection of 
new buildings should not be concentrated into a year or two, 
in order that too great a burden may not be laid at once upon 
the town; but the needs for proper instruction facilities must 
be immediately faced. 

The following steps have already been decided upon for 
the present year. 

I. The erection of an addition to the Driscoll School. This 
will provide a gymnasium, an auditorium, a kindergarten, a 
clinic, a cooking room, six regular classrooms—one to be 
used as a sewing room—and suitable locker and toilet arrange- 
ments. It will also permit the installation of an adequate 
lunchroom in the present building. 

The addition as designed will make of the Driscoll a full 
eight-grade elementary school, permitting the retention of 
its sixth graders, and the entrance of many pupils from what 
has been common ground for both the Runkle and the Driscoll. 
It will also afford ample space for the pupils who shall come 
from homes to be built upon lots as yet vacant in the vicinity 
of the school, and will accommodate many pupils now in 
the Devotion District, who dwell upon the eastern slopes of 
Corey Hill. An article for the erection of this school is to 
be inserted for the coming Town Meeting in March, 1928. 

If. High School: Alterations in the Manual Training Build- 
ing. By alterations, consisting principally of dividing large 
rooms, five rooms accommodating 150 pupils are to be made 
available for the High School. These, together with certain 
changes in grouping pupils, will provide for the High School 
for the next few years. An article for this alteration, in- 
volving only a small amount, is to be inserted for the coming 
Town Meeting in March, 1928. These rooms in their present 
large form are seldom used and the smaller rooms will be suit- 
able for regular or special sections after the addition to the 
High School has been erected. 

III. Lawrence School: A new school to provide for the 
primary pupils as well as for the upper grades should be 
erected in 1929. The present building is in every way ob- 
solete. Moreover the present site so close to the edge of the 
town is not advantageous. 
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An article for an appropriation for plans and specifications 
for a new Lawrence School is to be inserted for the coming 
Town Meeting. 

IV. High School Addition: The erection of the second unit 
of the High School Addition should come before the Town — 
Meeting in March, 1930, at the latest, so that the building 
itself will be ready for occupancy in the fall of 1931. 

With the minor expenditures suggested for the Boylston 
and the Winthrop Schools in 1929, this program should meet 
all building needs, until the development of the southwest 
portion of the town brings special problems. 


High School 


During the past and the present year some very interesting 
studies have been carried on by Sub-Master John V. Jewett. 
The investigations deal with problems of educational and 
vocational guidance, comparisons between boys and girls in 
intelligence and in power of achievement, and the like. As 
such studies proceed more and more valuable information 
becomes available on which to base closer standards, to recog- 
nize natural tendencies, and to lessen the number of failures 
by preventing their causes. 

In high schools generally there is an increasing trend 
toward teaching, and diminished attention to mere judging; 
whereas the latter rates the performance, the former improves 
the performer. 


College Entrance Examinations 

The following information in regard to those who sought 
entrance to college from the Brookline High School at the 
close of last year will be of interest. It should be borne in 
mind that numbers of pupils the country over who fail in 
examinations in June pass them in September. It should 
also be remembered that any pupil, regardless of the utter 
hopelessness of success as shown by school records or teachers’ 
estimates of his ability, may take college examinations upon 
the payment of the requisite fee. 

As a result of their school work, without being required 
to take any examinations, four graduates of Brookline High 
School were received into Dartmouth College. Thirty-one 
pupils were admitted to college on full or partial certification, 
and fourteen to normal schools on full certification. 

The outcome of the examinations taken is shown by the 
following tables, in which pupils are grouped in three classes: 


1. Pupils whose class work indicates that they should have 
no difficulty in passing the examinations are ‘‘recom- 
mended.”’ 
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2. Pupils who are felt to have a fair fighting chance are 
given “‘consent”’ to try. 


3. Pupils marked ‘‘X”’ are at liberty to take the examina- 
tions upon their own initiative, as their school work 
has been such that teachers feel they can assume no 
responsibility for their possible success.

Besides those who took regular examinations or entered 
by certificates, four pupils entered college by the New Plan. 

A letter from Dean Greenough of Harvard College states 
that of the nineteen men sent to Harvard from Brookline 
High School in the Class of 1926 no one has had an unsatis- 
factory final record for the college year, 1926-27. In this 
respect Brookline High heads the list.of all schools sending 
ten or more pupils. 


Rhodes Scholarship 
The High School takes especial pride in the award of one 
of the Rhodes Scholarships at Oxford to William Humboldt 
of the Class of 1925, who is graduating in June, 1928, from 
Oberlin College, upon completion of the course in three years. 


Prizes 
In addition to the large number of prizes and scholarships 
available for High School pupils, two new gifts have recently 
been made. 
The first, a scholarship at Brown University, is described 
as follows: 
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“T enclose my check for $2,000 to the order of Brown Uni- 
versity for the purpose of establishing a scholarship for boys 
who are graduates of the High School of Brookline, Massa- 
chusetts, to be designated as the 

‘Fred Homer Williams, Brookline (Mass.) 
High School Scholarship’ 


The income is to be used for the purpose of assisting a boy 
of good, moral character, who desires a college education, 
has not at his command sufficient means to pay his expenses 
at Brown, is willing to work, and in fact does work sufficiently 
to earn an amount equal to the income from this fund. If 
there is more than one applicant a candidate for the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts is to be preferred. 

“The college authorities in assigning this scholarship shall 
make no discrimination because of the color, nationality, or 
religion of the applicant. If the town of Brookline ceases 
to function as a separate municipality, said scholarship shall 
be assigned in the discretion of the proper authorities at 
Brown, preference always being given to a boy from the 
High School in the district now served by the Brookline High 
School. 

“Tf there are no applicants from said Brookline High School 
then said scholarship shall be assigned in the discretion of 
the college authorities who shall take into consideration the 
conditions above set forth.

Medical Inspection 


During the winter and spring terms of the past year, health 
conditions were excellent, and outside of the usual number of 
communicable diseases the pupils lost comparatively little 
school time. 

It is a matter of deep concern that a number of exemption 
certificates are being issued for the simple reason that parents 
do not believe in vaccination. Many of these cases are from 
people recently moving to Brookline, whose children have 
no physical defects and admit that they have certificates 
because of their parents’ disbelief in vaccination. These cases 
are deliberate evasions of the law. 

The Supreme Court of Massachusetts several years ago 
rendered a decision that ninety days was a reasonable time 
for allowing exemption. It may be necessary to insist that, 
in these cases of obvious evasions, certificates shall be re- 
newed every three months. 

Physical examinations were started about September 20th 
and completed in the latter part of October. The results 
are much the same as last year with the exception of the 
Lincoln and Parsons Schools, which showed marked im- 
provement.

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The Diphtheria Prevention Work was carried out during 
the month of May and again in November. Twelve hundred 
children were tested, and almost one thousand received the 
protective inoculations.

An addition to our corps of school nurses has permitted 
more effective attention throughout the system. Since the 
first of April the High School health work has been established 
with new standards. Miss Carter has succeeded in reducing 
the time spent on the couches by many of the girls from two 
periods to one; permissions for early dismissal are gradually 
being confined to girls who are in actual need of this privilege; 
and also, the spirit of the girls has begun to change, so that 
during the last three months there has been a daily average 
of five girls who came to seek advice, instead of an oppor- 
tunity to lie down or to go home. 


Concerning the weighing in the elementary schools—as 
usual, the pupils in the Devotion School have been weighed 
twice during the year; in the Cabot School, which is used for 
experimental purposes, the children have been weighed every 
month; pupils in all other schools have been weighed three 
times. As in former years, after each weighing a record of 
the height, weight, and average weight of each child has been 
sent to the parents. 


It is the opinion of some authorities that school children 
should be weighed every month; others believe that, weight 
being only one of the factors concerned in health, children 
should be weighed only as often as seems necessary to instill 
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into their minds and into the minds of their parents a whole- 
some interest in weight. Our experience leads us to agree 
with the latter viewpoint, for the reason, that with the system 
we have developed, our underweight is slowly but surely dis- 
appearing. 


Our best results are obtained by reaching the parents of 
young children, and the Parsons School furnishes an example 
of what can be done along this line. The underweight has 
been reduced from 17.1% in September, 1922 to 6.2% in 
September, 1926. The co-operation of the parents near this 
school has been obtained by two methods. Some have had 
their children under the supervision of the Child Welfare 
Clinic at the Health Center; all of them have come under the 
influence of the Mothers’ Meetings, which, with the exception 
of September and June, have been held regularly every 
month during the school year for the last ten years. 


In line with this plea: for reaching the young children, 
comes the request this year, for the second time, from the 
State Board of Health that all children be given a physical 
examination several months before entering school, in order 
that their mothers may be given advice concerning their 
condition, and that the children may enter school as near 
to physical fitness as possible. 


After the usual physical examinations in the grammar 
schools, our nurses co-operated with the Board of Health 
nurses in making the preliminary calls upon mothers of 
underweight children to gain permission for examination of 
the children by the physicians who conduct the Ten-Year 
Program of the State Department of Health. This work in- 
cluding the examinations took nearly all the time until the 
Christmas vacation. As far as finding any traces of tuber- 
culosis among our pupils was concerned the meager results 
of these examinations were very gratifying. 


Miss Lewis again urges that-during the coming year plans 
be made for the physical examination of children before they 
enter the Kindergarten in order that this work may be fitted 
into our own program upon our own and not outside initiative. 


The Brookline Music School 


The Brookline Music School was organized in November, 
1924, to offer to children of the upper grades of the Brookline 
Public Schools instruction in playing the finer orchestral in- 
struments. The main purpose of the school is to provide the 
spiritual enrichment and happiness to be found in playing 
the best music, especially in orchestras, bands, string quartets; 
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and, in the words of our Director of Music, Mr. Augusuts D. 
Zanzig, through whose vision the school had its origin and 
through whose untiring devotion it has maintained its ideals, 
“to introduce music into the world of the child rather than 
to introduce the child into the world of music.”’ We believe 
that purpose is being fulfilled. 


The rates for instruction are calculated to make it possible 
for any interested child to enter the school. Until the opening 
of the school this fall, the price was seventy-five cents a week 
for two lessons, one a private lesson of a half hour and one 
a group lesson, not more than five in the group. In Septem- 
ber, 1927, it was found necessary to increase the charge to 
one dollar and a quarter in order to place the school on a 
more secure financial basis. This increased charge has 
caused no noticeable decrease in membership. 


The school organized with a membership of 103, meeting 
in the Edward Devotion School building on Saturday morn- 
ing and one afternoon during the week. At this writing the 
membership is 145 children receiving instruction in violin, 
cello, flute, clarinet, oboe, trumpet, trombone, horn, and 
drum. 


Twelve instructors comprise the faculty, each receiving 
one dollar and a half an hour. A secretary is employed and 
paid five hundred dollars for the year’s work. The running 
expense of the school is met by the tuition paid by children 
plus the very generous subscriptions by Brookline citizens. 
The work of the school is under the directorship of Mr. 
Zanzig who gives unsparingly of time and energy without 
compensation. 


Each year two student concerts are given in order that 
parents and citizens supporting the school may have an 
opportunity of seeing the improvement year by year. In 
addition, several concerts by the faculty and other profes- 
sionals have been generously provided. 


It is a pleasure to record at this time the recognition of the 
valuable service Mr. Zanzig has been rendering the children 
of Brookline through the Brookline Music School as in every 
department of the regular work in music.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — In compliance with Article X, Section 6, of 
the Town By-Laws, I herewith submit the thirtieth annual 
report of the Accounting Department. 


During the town’s financial year, ending December 31, 
1927, I have examined the accounts of Albert P. Briggs, the 
Treasurer, at the close of each month’s business, and have 
found them to be correct, with the balances cash on hand 
and in bank, as entered in his books. I have examined and 
checked all notes, bonds, and coupons paid during the year 
and have found them properly cancelled. 


I have also examined his accounts as Collector and have 
set forth my findings under a schedule entitled Summary of 
Collector’s Accounts. 


His accounts as Treasurer of the Trustees of the Walnut 
Hills Cemetery and Brookline Cemetery, of the William H. 
Lincoln School Funds, the J. Murray Kay Fund, the Warren 
Tree Fund, the Abbie W. Dean Fund, the John A. Curtin 
Prize Fund, the John L. Gardner Trust and the Isabella 
Stewart Gardner Fund have been examined and all are 
found to be as reported by him. 


The accounts of the Trust Funds formerly in the hands of 
Arthur L. Endicott, Treasurer of the Trustees of the Public 
Library and now administered by the Town Treasurer, have 
been examined, the securities checked and all are found to 
be correct. 


I have examined the accounts of the Librarian of the 
Public Library and of the Superintendent of the Gymnasium 
and Baths, and find them to agree with the books of the 
Treasurer. 

A detailed statement of the receipts and their sources, and 
of the payments and the purposes therefor, follows. The 
condition of the various trust funds, sources of income and 
amounts paid out is also set forth.

REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS 


The Assessors herewith submit their report for the year 1927. 

The Board has consisted of the same members as in 1926: 
Charles H. Stearns, Charles A. Bowditch, and John T. Comer- 
ford; Mr. Comerford being re-elected at the last town election. 
Charles H. Stearns was chosen Chairman of the Board, and 
Herbert N. Bates, Secretary. 

The increase of $5,921,200 in valuation of real and personal 
property, being proportionately greater than the increase in 
appropriations allowed a decrease in the tax rate from $21.30 
per thousand to $21.00 per thousand. 

The following tables give details of the State, County, 
and Town taxes, and the Town’s valuation, together with 
comparisons with those of the previous year.
